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THE East Edinburgh election re- 
sulted in a still more remark- 
able victory for the Liberal 
candidate than that which was 
achieved in the Southern division of the same city a 
few days earlier. Mr. M’Crae, the Radical candidate, 
was returned by 4,891 votes against 2,961 given to 
his Conservative opponent, Mr. Younger—a majority 
of 1,930. This startling result was not expected on 
either side, and it has greatly stimulated the hopes 
of Liberals throughout the country as to the result 
of the next General Election. Three other elections 
are now pending, and a fourth is in prospect. At 
Osgoldcross Sir John Austin, the Liberal candidate, 
is engaged in a contest against Mr. Roberts, who 
also stands as a Liberal, but who makes Local Veto 
the chief plank in his platform; whilst at Oldham 
both seats are now vacant, and a very brisk struggle 
is being carried on by representatives of the two 
political parties. The Liberals are sanguine as to 
the result of the election. Finally, owing to Mr. 
Whiteley’s withdrawal from the Tory party, an 
election is about to take place at Stockport. 


PUBLIC AFFAIRS: 
AT HOME. 





THE House of Lords on Monday evening adopted 
an amendment moved by Lord Dunraven to the 
London Government Bill which will have the effect 
of preventing women being elected either as 
aldermen or councillors in the new Borough Councils. 
The debate which preceded the division was a 
remarkable one. Lord Salisbury made an almost 
passionate appeal to the House to reject the amend- 
ment, and he was supported by Lord Kimberley and 
other Liberal peers. On the other hand, the Lord 
Chancellor, the Duke of Devonshire and the Duke of 
Northumberland supported Lord Dunraven’s pro- 
posal, and it was carried by 182 votes against 68, a 
majority of 114. Lord Salisbury, it should be said, 
denied that there was any connection between the 
proposal in the London Government Bill and the 
admission of women to the Parliamentary franchise ; 
but his noble colleagues in the Cabinet avowed that 
such a connection existed, and that Clause 2 of the 
London Government Bill was only the thin end of 
the wedge, the entrance of which into the Constitu- 
tion they were bound to resist at all hazards. 





In the House of Commons on Monday the Board 
of Education Bill, which had come down from the 
House of Lords, was read a second time without 





pointed out the vagueness and obscurity of the 
measure, and declared that it merely gave a blank 
cheque to the Education Department. The Bill 
was subsequently referred to the Grand Committee 
on Law. On Tuesday the debate on the second 
reading of the Tithe Rent-Charge (Rates) Bill 
was commenced. Mr. Asquith moved the rejection 
of the Bill, pointing out that no competent 
student of history and law ever entertained any 
doubt as to the liability of the clergy to pay 
rates in respect of tithes. Every clergyman in 
the country, he declared, had accepted his benefice 
with a perfect knowledge that his revenue from 
tithe rent-charge was liable to be diminished either 
if the rent-charge failed or the rates rose during his 
incumbency. He deplored the poverty of many of 
the rural clergy, which he regarded as a reproach 
to the Church of England, but he denounced the 
injustice of drawing money from the pockets of the 
tax-payers in order to put it into those of the clergy. 
The Bill was a measure for the re-endowment of the 
Church of England out of the taxes. He held that 
it was the duty of the members of the richest 
religious communion in the world to relieve the 
poverty of their own clergy. In the subsequent 
debate Mr. Long replied to Mr. Asquith, whilst 
Mr. Birrell and other Liberals opposed the Bill. The 
strongest speech against it was, however, that made 
by Mr. Whiteley, the Conservative member for 
Stockport, who denounced not only this measure 
but the other doles which the Government had paid 
in previous Sessions to the landowners and the 
clergy, and announced that he felt so strongly on 
the subject that he meant to resign his seat after 
recording his vote against the measure. The 
debate, which lasted all the evening, was eventually 
adjourned. 





On Wednesday the House of Commons decided, 
without a division, to refer the Telephone Bill to the 
Standing Committee on Trade instead of to a Select 
Committee—an alternative which would have effec- 
tually kept it from passing this session. The Small 
Houses Bill was considered on its return from 
the Standing Committee. Of the amendments 
introduced the most important was a provision for 
facilitating the purchase of freeholds. If the Bill has 
any far-reaching effects, which is doubtful, the dimi- 
nution of the number of leasehold properties will 
probably be among them. We are not sorry that 
direct provision should be made for effecting that 
end; but it is regrettable that another possibility 
opened up by the Bill—the simplification of the 
process of registration of title—should have been 
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closed again through the exigencies of an under- 
standing with the profession chiefly concerned in 
blocking that reform. 


On Thursday evening the Tithe Rent-Charge 
(Rates) Bill passed its second reading by 314 to 
176. The debate was marked by extremely effective 
attacks on the Bill by Mr. Courtney, who turned 
the usual argument that tithe is no deduction 


from income, but a prior charge on it, 
against the clerical. complaint as to the in- 
cidence of rates, and warned the Government 


that the Bill was likely to alienate the Liberal 
Unionists in the constituencies, and so revive 
Home Rule; by Sir William Harcourt, who severely 
criticised the interim report of the Local Taxation 
Commission, and pointed out that the Bill was not 
even consistent with its conclusions; and by Sir 
Henry Fowler, who commented on the extreme in- 
equality of the proposed remedy and on its unfairness 
to the urban ratepayer. It cannot be said that 
these speeches were met either by Sir Edward 
Clarke’s laboured defence of the Bill or by Mr. 
Balfour's rather flimsy dialectic. However, the Bill 
is accepted by the House, including all the Liberal 
Unionists but two; and now the appeal is to their 
constituents. 





A VERY curious situation has sprung up this 
week between the Government and the Irish 
members of all shades over the Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Bill. This measure, 
which is the outcome of the Recess Committee’s 
report of four years ago, proposes to establish in 
Ireland a Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction. It is a measure in many respects 
analogous to the English Board of Education Bill 
which was read a second time on Monday, only that 
it is mainly concerned with the region of economic 
development. It was promised to Ireland in several 
Queen’s Speeches, but it was put on at the fag end of 
the Session, and Mr. Chamberlain’s Small Houses Bill 
and the egregious Clerical Tithes Bill intervening, 
the Government wanted to drop it, and Mr. Dillon, 
oddly enough, seemed willing to assist them by 
threatening to debate it at considerable length if it 
were brought forward. This state of things was the 
signal for an unexpected storm in Ireland. The 
press of all shades suddenly proceeded to denounce 
the Irish members for their apathy and the Govern- 
ment for their bad faith, revealing an extent and 
force of feeling on behalf of this Bill which ap- 
parently neither the Government nor the M.P.’s 
anticipated. Unionist and Nationalist organs vied 
with each other in emphatic language. The effect 
is very interesting. The Irish Unionist members 
hurriedly held a mgeting and urged the Goverment 
to proceed with the Bill, the bulk of the Nationalists 
signed a memorial to the same effect, and the 
Government announced that they had put the Bill 
down as first order of the day for Wednesday next. 


Mr. CHAMBERLAIN made a very powerful and 
important speech to his constituents on Monday 
evening. His subject was the state of our relations 
with the Transvaal. We deal fully with his speech 
on another page. Here it is only necessary to say 
that Mr. Chamberlain gave a history of the Trans- 
vaal in its relations with this country during the 
last eighteen years, that was highly coloured, and 
that was apparently designed not to soothe the 
passions of the disputants on either side, but to 
inflame them. His recital was dexterously cast in 
such a form as to put the worst possible aspect upon 
the actions of President Kruger and the Boer 
Republic, and although the speaker devoutly prayed 
that a pacific solution of the questions at issue 
might be secured, he used language which seemed to 
indicate that, in his opinion at all events, the con- 





troversy was more likely to result in war. The 
country and the Government are still awaiting Sir 
Alfred Milner’s despatch containing the full report 
of the Bloemfontein Conference before proceeding 
further, but the feeling of anxiety has been increased. 
by this speech by the Colonial Secretary. 





THE Bishop of London, speaking at a gardem 
party at Fulham Palace on Saturday to officials of 
the Church Defence Committee, made some father: 
curious remarks on the subject of the Church of 
England. Hedeclared that he would rather have the 
Church disendowed than disestablished: “If they 
were robbed, that was one of the things they had to 
face as acontingency possible in all partially civilised 
societies ; but if they were disestablished they would 
be cut off for ever from their connection with the 
State, and he should be sorry to see the State vote 
itself so bad that it could go on better without 
religion at all.” It is impossible to suppose that 
the Bishop of London is so ignorant as to believe. 
that those who wish to see the Church separated 
from the secular power of the State are inspired by 
a@ conviction that the country can “get on better 
without religion altogether,” yet only ignorance of a 
very gross kind could justify the innuendo contained 
in the sentence we have quoted. It does not seem 
to us that the Bishop serves the cause of the Church 
either by his habitual cynicism or by flagrant at- 
tempts like this to profit by the ignorance of those 
whom he addresses. Much may doubtless be ex- 
cused to any Bishop in the present crisis, but some 
regard for accuracy of statement is still demanded, 
even on the part of a prelate of the Established 
Church. 





As everybody has known, since the fact was 
pointed out by Bagehot, the ingenious machinery 
devised for the simplification of English banking 
has put the control of the cash reserve of this 
country—the centre of the world’s banking—into 
the hands of a trading institution not under 
Government control. That reserve, as the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer told the London bankers 
at the Mansion House on Wednesday, has not:- 
increased of late years, although the annual 
production of gold has risen about 150 per cent. 
since 1890. Nevertheless he repudiated any attempt 
to stimulate confidence by building up a reserve of 
unproductive gold, and in so doing he was acting 
in accordance with the traditions of sound economics. 
“The drain of gold” is an old Protectionist bogey, 
never felt except in great commercial crises, and 
hitherto overcome or evaded without serious diffi- 
culty even in them. If the reserve were to be 
increased, however, as Sir Michael Hicks-Beach told 
his audience, it is reasonable that the joint-stock 
banks—who, by the way, would be the greatest suf- 
ferers from any inadequacy—should contribute to the 
cost of its maintenance. In conclusion, Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach referred to the position of the savings 
banks as likely to occupy Parliament next Session, 
and to the suggestion that, as a sort of compensation 
for an increased freedom of investment, some part of 
their deposits should be held in gold. As to this 
suggestion, we cannot help remarking that a French 
Ministry has been known to borrow from the un- 
claimed savings bank deposits to make up a pro- 
visional budget. One does not like to think thata 
future Tory Democratic Ministry may be exposed, 
in a great crisis, to the temptation of borrowing 
ever so little of its savings bank cash reserve. 





THE International Congress of Women, which 
has been sitting during the week, is an attempt to 
promote mutual understanding and the exchange of 
information between the various National Councils 
of Women already existing in the British Empire 
and its subdivisions, the United States, and the 
more advanced countries of the civilised world 
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—which for this occasion includes China, but 
apparently not Japan. The work which it 
designs to organise, as Lady Aberdeen was 
careful to point out in her inaugural address, varies 
widely, according to the needs of different countries ; 
it does not exclude the co-operation of men, and 
it does not seek either to isolate women as a sex (a 
mistake condemned by Plato, but still persistently 
committed by both sides in the “feminist” con- 
troversy), or to abolish home life. The Congress has 
ranged over a wide field, from the professional 
training of women to international arbitration, and 
from enfranchisement to the kindergarten. It 
seems to have been creditably free from the usual 
“feminist” extravagances, and (like the Peace 
Conference) a vast deal of useful work is open to 
it in subsidiary departments of life, whatever may 
be the fate of its primary aims. 





HOPEFUL rumours as to a possible 
ABROAD. settlement of the Transvaal diffi- 
culty have come from South Africa 
this week. The mission to Pretoria of Mr. Fischer, 
a member of the Free State Executive, has apparently 
been undertaken with the authority of that body, and 
with the view of inducing President Kruger to make 
such concessions as the Uitlanders can accept. It is 
stated that his mission has been successful; but mean- 
while the danger increases. The distress at Johannes- 
burg, the paralysis of business, the growing friction 
between the Uitlanders and the Boers and police, 
are all unfavourable elements in the situation: and 
the enthusiastic meetings at Capetown, East London, 
and Grahamstown, while they show that the British 
element in South Africa is united in support of the 
Uitlanders’ claims, show also the excitement of 
popular feeling and the extreme danger of an 
explosion. 





THE outcome of the deliberations of the Peace Con- 
ference during the past week may be presented in a 
small compass. The questions raised by the American 
demand for exemption of private property from cap- 
ture at sea will probably be ruled out of the province 
of the Conference. The principle of a permanent inter- 
national tribunal of arbitration is practically certain 
of acceptance, though the activity of the tribunal 
will be subject to considerable limitations. The 
proposals for an arrest of armaments have failed 
of acceptance, so far—those relating to land forces 
because they had been badly drafted by the Russian 
delegates and were strongly and most effectively 
opposed by one of the military experts representing 
Germany, and those relating to the navies of the 
Powers because of the difficulty of instituting a fair 
comparison not only of naval needs but of naval 
expenditures, owing to the different ways in which 
different nations make up their accounts. Mr. 
Stead, however, declares that the breakdown is not 
final, and that an understanding can easily be 
reached as to reciprocal limitation of naval arma- 
ments between England, France and Russia. This, 
however, Mr. Stead adds, must be the work not of 
the Conference but of the Governments concerned. 
Even then, we presume, the German Emperor will 
have his say. 





THE new French Ministry made its first appear- 
ance before the Chamber on Monday, and announced 
itself, in a formal manifesto read by the Premier, 
as a Government of concentration, prepared to 
defend the interests of the Republic. In the front 
rank of those interests it placed the army, and it 
insisted on the necessity of maintaining discipline as 
a condition of military dignity and greatness. It 
asked for a truce to irritating discussions and for 
the co-operation and confidence of the legislature. It 
was furiously assailed for nearly four hours, chiefly 
by Nationalists and dissentient Socialists who could 
not tolerate the presence of General de Gallifet in 





the same Cabinet as MM. Baudin and Millerand. MM. 
Ernest Roche and Mirman were specially violent, 
and the attacks told on the nerve even of the 
experienced barrister who has become Premier. His 
nervousness was contemptuously noted by an in- 
terrupter, but he did his best to defend both the 
composition of the Cabinet and the choice of the 
War Minister. No general, he said, had deferred 
more spontaneously to the Constitution; none had 
shown himself a more inflexible disciplinarian ; and 
the number of possible War Ministers was not em- 
barrassingly large. Finally, M. Brisson intervened 
with an appeal to all good Republicans to support 
the Ministry. He reminded the House that he had 
been the first to propose an amnesty after the 
Commune, and that amnesties are essentially 
reciproca). His speech probably saved the Ministry 
from defeat. It obtained a vote of confidence by 
263 votes to 237, two motions condemning its com- 
position being shelved, and a third being ruled out 
of order as reflecting on the President of the 
Republic. We discuss the situation on a later page. 





THE disturbances provoked in the Spanish capital 
and a number of provincial towns by the financial 
proposals of the Ministry are a disquieting symptom 
of popular discontent. It is not merely that there 
are popular émeutes, followed in one or two cases by 
serious bloodshed. The decision to impose fresh 
taxation on every interest but agriculture, and to 
leave that alone only because it will bear no more, 
has roused the trading classes, who have partially 
closed their places of business as a protest, and have 
demanded that the financial difficulties of the State 
shall be met by drastic retrenchment instead of fresh 
taxation. Retrenchment, however, is probably an 
almost impossible task for any Spanish Ministry 
that wishes to retain the support of its own side, 
and the demonstrations are not likely to have much 
effect beyond increasing the general discontent with 
the present régime. Of course this tells in favour 
of the Carlists, who are known to be organising in 
the northern and central provinces. The Govern- 
ment, however, officially makes light of them; and, 
independently of this, we cannot rate their chances 
high. They probably lack both the ability and the 
funds necessary for success. 





THE approach of a serious crisis in Belgian 
politics seems to have been almost ignored by the 
London daily Press. Yet, to judge by the scenes 
in the Chamber and the preparations of the Socialists 
to dislocate society by a general strike, the situation 
is almost as critical as it was during the agitation 
for the revision of the Constitution in 1893. The 
Ministerial Bill for introducing proportional repre- 
sentation into Parliamentary elections in the 
large constituencies has been before a Committee, 
and has come out of the ordeal with some ap- 
parently unimportant alterations. Briefly, it may 
be said that it applies only to the seven largest 
constituencies, including Brussels, Antwerp, Liége, 
and Ghent; precisely those in which the Op- 
position—particularly the Socialists—have the best 
chances of carrying all the seats. By abolish- 
ing second ballots, the Bill strikes a heavy blow at 
the Opposition, because the three sections composing 
it—Moderate Liberals, Progressists, and Socialists— 
are hardly likely to agree to support each other's 
candidates unless they have proved by experiment 
that they cannot severally carry their own. The 
Bill also abolishes bye-elections, by providing that 
supplementary candidates shall be voted for along 
with the actual candidates, and that those of them 
who are highest on the list shall step into the places 
of such members as may die or resign. Now, as 
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proportional representation cannot possibly be 
applied at bye-elections of single members, the 
abolition of such elections removes the last chance 
of escaping from its checks on majority rule. And 
the Bill introduces proportional representation of 
the exasperatingly complicated kind favoured by 
Continental publicists, which tends to the over- 
representation of minorities and the neutralisation 
of the will of the majority. 





THE Report of the Committee was distributed 
last Sunday morning; on the previous Friday the 
Government proposed to fix the debate for Wed- 
nesday next, July 5th. This attempt to press on 
the Bill infuriated the Socialists; violent speeches 
were made on the King, who was described as “ only 
the first citizen’ and as “caring as little for the 
affairs of State as for those of his own family,” 
and there was a disorderly scene, ending with 
cheers for the Belgian Republic. The disorder 
was renewed on Tuesday, after the date of the 
debate had been fixed in accordance with the 
wishes of the Ministry by 88 votes to 16 with 11 
abstentions, and it had become manifest that 
the officials of the Chamber had taken special pre- 
cautions against disturbance in the building. The 
sitting was suspended, and the Socialist members 
sang the “ Marseillaise.” There was more disorder 
on Wednesday, and a sort of free fight took place in 
the House. The Brussels Labour Federation had 
already decided to accompany the debate next week 
by a strike in all trades, and is hopeful that the 
provincial workmen will follow the example set 
by the capital. Noisy demonstrations have been 
frequent for some time past in Brussels in the 
neighbourhood of the Ministries; military prepara- 
tions have been made as if to meet an émeute ; and 
on Thursday there was another violent scene in 
the Chamber, folllowed by serious fighting in the 
streets. The Clericals, of course, outnumber the com- 
bined Opposition in the Chamber by nearly four to 
one. But in the great towns and the mining dis- 
tricts they are in a decided minority. 





THE Italian Ministry has exposed the Crown 
and the kingdom to very grave dangers. General 
Pelloux has taken the step he was expected to take: 
he has embodied the Public Safety Bill in a Royal 
decree, and has fixed July 20th as the date of its 
coming into operation. The Constitution contains 
no provision, like the famous Article XIV. or 
emergency clause of the Austrian Constitution, 
which sanctions this step; and, accordingly, the 
decree was submitted to the Chamber on Wed- 
nesday for its consideration. This course both 
evaded the necessity of a discussion clause by 
clause—in which the obstructionists of the Extreme 
Left had shown themselves too strong for the 
Mivistry—and at the same time got the appearance 
of Parliamentary sanction for the Bill. With the 
approval of the Ministry, the Chamber has taken 
the somewhat anomalous course of referring the Bill 
to a Committee, which the Premier says is free to 
amend it, and the decision is understood to imply 
an Act of Indemnity to the Ministry for their viola- 
tion of the Constitution. If the Committee amends 
the Bill, however, the Ciamber may come into 
conflict with the Ministry and the Crown, and if 
the decree is not approved before July 20th the Court 
of Cassation may decline to admit that it has the 
force of law. In any case, the revolutionists, Clerical 
and Radical alike, will certainly be stimulated to 
renewed activity, for the Bill abolishes the right of 
public meeting, introduces new Press restrictions, 
and screws down safety valves generally. We can 
understand that the Chamber, feeling the incon- 
venience of prolonged sittings during a Roman 
summer, despaired of dealing with the obstruction- 
ists, and accepted the Bill as a simple alternative. 
But the wisdom of their action is at least doubtful. 





GENERAL Ortis’s report of the condition of the 
Philippines published in the United States this 
week is more favourable than the news of last week 
gave reason to expect, but so much less optimist 
than earlier advices that it is suspected of exaggera- 
tion. Manila appears to be tolerably safe—safer 
than might have been supposed last week—inasmuch 
as the United States lines are some sixty miles from 
it in every direction; the Tagalo country is mostly 
occupied, and the province of Tarlac would welcome 
American rule. The other islands are “ compara- 
tively quiet,” and General Otis hopes to restore 
them by permitting them to reopen trade. Mean- 
while the suffering must be terrible, both in them 
and in Luzon alike. Volunteers for service in the 
Philippines are being called for; but, owing to the 
rainy season, it is extremely unlikely that any 
effective restoration of order can take place for at 
least five months to come. 





AN impressive and valuable protest 
LITERATURE, etc. against the ephemeral character of 
modern periodical literature, and 
an example of the advance in bibliophilism and taste 
of the present generation over its grand-parents, are 
embodied in the first number of The Anglo-Saxon 
Review. It is edited by Lady Randolph Churchill, 
and published by John Lane at a guinea, in order to 
combat the degradation of literature by the cheap 
magazines. For “drawing-room books” our grand- 
mothers demanded, or, at least, accepted, ‘‘ keep- 
sakes” with pretty but rather insipid pictures, 
and letterpress that was also insipid, and not 
always pretty. The book before us detains the 
reader by the beauty of its cover, the facsimile, as a 
note tells us, of a French design of 1604 made for 
James I. We open it at last, and we find contribu- 
tions by Henry James and Gilbert Parker, Lord 
Rosebery and Whitelaw Reid, John Oliver Hobbes 
—who here appears as a dramatist—Elizabeth 
Robins and “E. V.B.,” and a number of repro- 
ductions of well-known portraits, ranging from the 
Queen and Sir Robert Peel to the Duchess of 
Devonshire and George Washington. The con- 
tributions are not better than the best of those 
in the less expensive magazines, but they are 
up to a high standard, and are mostly worth the 
form which the editress and the subscribers have 
chosen to give them. A new design will appear on 
the cover every quarter, and it is hoped that the 
numbers will be thought worthy of a place on the 
library shelves. We confess we rather regret the 
name: the book would ‘be still better as a sort 
of improved Cosmopolis, with the Celtic revival 
taken in. Still, we think editress and publisher 
may be heartily congratulated on their venture. 





WE observe that Olive Schreiner has just 
made known her views on the present crisis in 
South Africa in the form of a small shilling booklet. 
Messrs. Hodder & Stoughton are the publishers.—A 
first instalment of “ Unpublished Letters of George 
Borrow” (lately discovered in the crypt at the 
Bible House) appears in the Bible Society’s Monthly 
Reporter for July. 





THE most important musical event of the week 
has been the 138th of the orchestral concerts given at 
Queen’s Hall by Mr. Newman, under the conductor- 
ship of Mr. Wood, since August last. The pro- 
gramme was made up of Wagnerian works alone; 
and, what was particularly interesting, the long 
duet for Elsa and Ortrud, from the second act of 
Lohengrin, was given in its entirety, besides the 
whole of the first act of the Walkiire—also without 
cuts. At no opera-house could this act and this 
duet have been more finely sung; while the 
orchestral work received the fullest justice at the 
hands of a larger and finer body of musicians than 
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is often got together in an operatic orchestra. Stage 
illusion was, of course, wanting. But the different 
parts were admirably interpreted by Miss Lilian 
Blauwelt and Miss Kirby Lunn in the Lohengrin 
duet; by a whole quintett in the first act of the 
Walkiire. 





AT the Opera the week has been given up to 
repetitions, with variations in the casts. After the 
part of “Don Giovanni” had been played with 
distinction by M. Renaud, Signor Scotti gives a low- 
comedy representation of the character, acting and 
singing in a burlesque style which make him look 
like the valet of his own servant, Leprello—im- 
personated samewhat seriously by M. Edouard de 
Reszke. Mozart’s masterpiece has now been played 
three times; and on each occasion the three female 
parts have been admirably sung by Mdme. Lili 
Lehmann, Madame Nordica, and Mdlle. Zélie de 
Lussan. This last-named artist appears to-night 
with Madame Melba and Signor de Lucia and Signor 
Ancona in Puccini’s Vie de Bohéme, an impossible 
subject, one would think, for operatic treatment, 
but for the fact that it has been treated operatically 
with great success. The worst of poverty, accord- 
ing to the Latin satirist, is that it “makes men 
ridiculous.” According, however, to Henry Murger, 
it makes them, in an active sense, exceedingly 
amusing—provided always that they are painters, 
musicians, poets, or philosophers. Murger’s Bohemians 
are, beyond doubt, most diverting personages. And 
it will be interesting to see whether, divested of 
their wit and set to music, they will still preserve 
their gaiety. 





ADMIRAL SIR WINDHAM Hornpy, 
K.C.B., was a member of a dis- 
tinguished naval family, who had 
seen some thirty-five years of active service, and 
had been Commissioner of Prisons from 1877 to 1892. 
—Mr. W. H. Archdale had been Conservative M.P. 
for Fermanagh from 1874 to 1885.—Mr. John Thack- 
ray Bunce, editor of the Birmingham Daily Post 
from 1862 to 1898, had been a leading figure in 
the intellectual life of Birmingham in its best 
days, and was amongst the most prominent figures 
in English provincial journalism. He had written a 
valuable history of the municipal government of 
his town.—Cardinal Count Schoenborn, Primate of 
Bohemia and Bishop of Prague since 1885, began his 
career as a law student, and had then served as an 
officer at the Battle of Sadowa. Entering the 
Church, he was marked out for preferment by his 
ability and his family connections alike. In politics, 
like other clericals of German origin, as well as some 
other German aristocrats concerned with Bohemia, 
he had favoured the Nationalist aspiraticns of the 
Czechs in the interest of the Church.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S MISTAKE. 





Wien else may be said of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s forcible speech at Birmingham on 
Monday, it cannot be said to have lessened the 
anxiety of the public with regard to the situation in 
South Africa. It was followed, indeed, by a down- 
ward moveinent in the sensitive barometer of the 
Stock Exchange, and it was hailed with joy by those 
who are openly clamouring for war, avowedly because 
it seemed to bring war nearer. Mr. Chamberlain 
himself protests with vehemence that he does not 
desire war, and that his only object is to secure, if 
possible by pacific means, the removal of the serious 
grievances to which the Uitlanders of the Transvaal 
are now subjected. The wisest course which his 
political opponents can take is to accept his declara- 
tions as being made in good faith. We will assume, 





therefore, that the Colonial Secretary is speaking 
with absolute accuracy, and that the last thing 
which he desires is a bloody and costly campaign in 
South Africa. Yet admitting this to be true, we are 
constrained to say that Mr. Chamberlain’s method 
of securing the end at which he aims is not a wise 
one. He only seeks for a peaceful settlement of 
our dispute with President Kruger, but he has taken 
certain steps which have made such a settlement less 
easy of attainment than if he had followed a differ- 
ent course. We know how his friends reply to 
statements of this kind; indeed, we know from his 
own lips the reply which he himself would make, 
The worst enemies of peace are, he declares, the 
people who encourage Mr. Kruger to believe that 
the British public is divided on the subject of the 
grievances of the Uitlanders, and he seems to regard 
all who question his own diplomatic methods as 
belonging to this dangerous party. Herein he falls 
into grievouserror. We do not believe that there is 
any serious division of opinion in Great Britain as to 
the reality of the grievances of the Uitlanders, or 
as to the necessity of securing the redress of those 
grievances if peace and goodwill are to be established 
among the white peoples of South Africa. Mr. 
Kruger must be a very much less astute person than 
he is generally supposed to be if he has not long ago 
recognised the fact that the English race is solid in 
its support of the reasonable claims of the Uitlanders. 
That appearance of division of which Mr. Chamberlain 
complains has been largely created by the Colonial 
Secretary himself. He has aroused both suspicion and 
opposition in this country by the use of tactics whichdo 
not commend themselves to the average Englishman. 
If he had been more restrained in his language, if 
he had been less anxious to “play to the gallery” 
and to resort to diplomatic expedients as novel as 
they are empirical, we do not think that he would 
have had even the small excuse he may now allege 
for his complaint that there are some Englishmen 
who are strengthening Mr. Kruger in his stubborn 
opposition to reform. 

In what position do we stand with regard to the 
Transvaal, and what ought to be the policy of a 
strong English Minister in dealing with Mr. Kruger? 
Our position in South Africa is that of the para- 
mount Power. It is a position which we hold not 
only by right but by might; and by whatever party 
we may be assailed we shall still have both right and 
might on our side. A few ignorant Boers may, it is 
true, imagine that the powers of the British Empire 
are exhausted, and that a handful of good marks- 
men can overwhelm the whole of the Queen’s forces 
as they overwhelmed General Colley’s raw boy- 
soldiers at Majuba Hill. We do not believe that 
there are many persons even among the Boers who are 
so ill-informed and so foolish as to hold this opinion. 
But whoever may labour under this delusion no 
English statesman can do so, and a strong Minister— 
a Minister strong not merely in words but in deeds— 
sitting in the Secretary’s chair at the Colonial Office 
would never forget that our supremacy in South 
Africa is a reality, resting upon a basis of right and 
of strength which the whole Africander and Boer 
population combined would be unable to shake if 
they were so rash as to make the attempt. This 
consciousness of strength would beget an absolute 
indifference to such petty provocations as those 
which the Boer Government is very apt to offer to 
the English statesmen who represent this country in 
her dealings with the Transvaal. Mr. Chamberlain 
allows himself to be goaded into angry words and 
irritable despatches by these insignificant pin-pricks, 
and, what is much worse, he permits the public both 
of this and of other countries to perceive his anger 
and his irritation. This is not the conduct of a 
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strong Minister, conscious that he has behind him 
the might of a great empire. A strong Minister, 
dealing with a Government like that of the Boers, 
would not make the mistake of confounding a 
resolute self-restraint with weakness; he would 
certainly not talk at a public meeting about “a 
time when moral pressure becomes a farce 
that cannot be continued without loss of self- 
respect.” He would always wear the silk glove 
on the iron hand. He would maintain an atti- 
tude of studious reserve, leaving his opponent 
to form what conclusion he pleased from his silence. 
In the present situation in South Africa such a 
Minister, whilst pleading with President Kruger for 
justice, would certainly not try to play a game of 
bluff, and to frighten him by noisy threats. He 
would quietly and steadily increase the “ moral 
pressure ” which Mr. Chamberlain seemingly despises, 
whilst at the same time he would prove by his 
actions that, in defying Great Britain, and in 
refusing to listen io her demands, the Trarsvaal was 
placing herself at variance with a Power so incom- 
parably stronger than herself that physical resist- 
ance to her would be hopeless. Such a Minister 
might have doubled or trebled our military forces in 
South Africa without provoking a word of protest 
from any sensible man in this country. Mr. 
Chamberlain, by his unfortunate policy, his essays 
at the “new diplomacy,” has excited so much 
suspicion that if a single company of infantry is 
shipped to the Cape we hear cries of alarm in London 
and Manchester. 

It is because he has shown this absence of real 
strength in his dealings with Mr. Kruger that he 
has permitted the situation to become so critical. 
Nothing can excuse the publication of Sir Alfred 
Milner’s despatch unless it be the fact that Ministers 
felt that war was inevitable, and desired to arouse 
public opinion at home in support of such a war. 
But this, Mr. Chamberlain tells us, is not the case. 
Nobody, so far as we are aware, has abused Sir 
Alfred Milner. We all give him credit, not only 
for great ability, but for good faith. But we have 
the right to criticise, not so much the opinions he 
holds as the manner in which he has expressed 
them. Most sensible persons deplore the fact that 
he has weakened his own position in South Africa 
by a reference to the attitude of some of the Queen’s 
subjects in Cape Colony and Natal which a wise 
man would have avoided. But it is not with Sir 
Alfred Milner but with Mr. Chamberlain that we 
have to deal, and the plain charge that must be 
made against him is that he has accentuated the 
danger of a most dangerous situation by making 
a deliberate appeal to the passions of Englishmen, 
first, through his publication of Sir Alfred Milner’s 
despatch, and, secondly, by his speech at Birming- 
ham at a time when he ought to have done his 
utmost to keep down popular excitement at home. 
Such action seems to betray something very much 
like a consciousness of weakness on his part. If 
he had felt that he was really strong enough to cope 
with Mr. Kruger he would hardly have called in the 
British public to assist him in the struggle, at the 
imminent risk of provoking the very war which he 
tells us that he desires to avoid. 








DOLES AND DISCIPLINE. 





‘- discipline of the Tory party has long been 

the admiration of their political opponents. 
They obtained at least their full majority on Thurs- 
day night for a Bill which most of them detest and 
despise, The Cabinet agree to differ. The rank and file 





agree to vote. But it is the Nemesis of class legisla- 
tion that sooner or later the neglected classes turn 
and rend those who neglect them. Mr. Gladstone’s 
famous saying is perfectly true. While the public 
sometimes sleeps, the interests are always awake. 
It is a very long while before the general body of 
taxpayers begin to perceive that their burdens are 
being increased for the benefit of a favoured few. The 
process is gradual, the weight is spread over a wide 
surface, the pinch of the shoe is tightened so slowly 
as to be almost imperceptible at any given moment. 
But there are interests and interests. If a Government 
could satisfy all of them it might defy the “dim, 
common populations ” for many a long day. But such 
a feat, though theoretically conceivable, is practically 
impossible. Her Majesty’s Ministers have done 
what they could, and far more than they ought, for 
the squire and the parson. They have partially 
succeeded in persuading the tenant farmer that he 
gets the benefit of the Agricultural Rating Act, 
though it really accrues to the landowner. They 
forgot the towns and the manufacturing classes, or 
if they did not forget, they ignored them. Simmer- 
ing discontent has at last found a spokesman 
in Mr. George Whiteley, the senior member for 
Stockport. Mr. Whiteley protested with vehemence 
and persistency against the Landlords’ Relief Bill of 
1896. The Parsons’ Relief Bill of 1899 has driven 
him into open revolt. It takes a good deal to 
make an active and energetic politician in the prime 
of life resign his seat in the House of Commons; 
but Mr. Whiteley has been forced to that extreme 
step by the accumulative pressure of Bills which 
wrong his constituents. The Agricultural Rating 
Act was grossly unjust to the urban ratepayers. 
The Foreign and Colonial Cattle Act destroyed 
free trade in live stock, thus artificially favouring 
the graziers at the expense of the consumers, 
Even the Workmen’s Compensation Act, which 
contains much that is just and beneficial, exempted 
the agricultural employer, who would not, as Mr. 
Whiteley observed, “ touch it with a forty-foot pole.” 

Mr. Asquith, in his brilliant speech, referred 
briefly to the origin of the Tithe Bill. It is 
a subject which deserves development, because it 
illustrates the cynical effrontery with which the 
system of public plunder known as doles is now 
carried out. When the present Government came 
into office they found a Royal Commission sitting 
on Agriculture. It had been appointed by Mr. 
Gladstone, and Mr. Shaw Lefevre was its chairman. 
Mr. Chaplin and Mr. Long were members of it. After 
the General Election these two Ministers got up 
a quarrel with Mr. Lefevre, who resigned. They 
then in a great hurry concocted an “Interim 
Report,” which recommended that two-thirds of 
the agricultural rates throughout the country should 
be paid from the taxes. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer cut the fraction down to one-half, and 
that was the foundation of the Agricultural Rating 
Bill. Great was the wrath of the urban ratepayer, 
who justly complained that nothing was done for 
him, although his rates were far higher in proportion 
to his income. The Government had recourse to 
another Commission, which was directed to examine 
the whole law of local rating, and which has been 
sitting ever since. Meanwhile the clergy became 
impatient. They protested that rates on tithes were 
quite as disagreeable to them us rates on glebe, and 
they demanded to be wholly or partly relieved of them, 
The same trick was played again, and this time its 
instrument was Lord Balfour, the chairman of the 
Rating Commission, who is also Secretary for Scot- 
land. Another “Interim Report” was hastily composed, 
and by virtue of bad law mixed with worse history, 
a majority of the Commissioners recommended that 
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rates on tithes should be reduced. So that this 
Commission, which was intended impartially to 
review the whole subject, and thus satisfy those 
who complained of a partial Act, has been employed 
as the pretext for yet another raid upon the Ex- 
chequer on behalf of a privileged class. Well may 
Mr. Whitley exclaim that the principles of American 
politics have been adopted by a Tory Administra- 
tion. 

The Daily News has shown, in a series of able 
articles which cite chapter and verse, that the whole 
Bill is vitiated by a false assumption. That assump- 
tion is that the tithe-owners really pay the rates. 
In the vast majority of cases they do not pay them 
at all. They are merely the channel through which 
the rates are paid. For when tithes were commuted 
in 1836, there was added to the sum assessed as com- 
mutation the precise amount of the rates as they 
then stood. They then stood at three and eight 
pence, they now stand at two and four pence; so 
that if the bargain is to be revised, the State, and not 
the parsons, will be the gainer. In the face of this 
plain historical evidence it is nonsense to talk about 
the relief of rates. Rates on tithe are paid by the 
landowner, and what this Bill does is to distribute 
nearly ninety thousand a year as a gratuity among 
the owners of tithe. A worse principle of legislation 
could hardly be imagined. But, bad as it is, it is 
made worse by its application. For instead of 
giving most where most is required, it does just the 
opposite, and the poorest clergy will obtain the least 
relief. The Bill is to last only during the continu- 
ance of the Agricultural Rating Act, which is two 
years from the present time. It is therefore put 
forward as the logical sequence, or corollary, of that 
measure. Then why in the world was it not intro- 
duced three years ago? The answer is that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer rejected the claim of 
the parsons. He knew perfectly well that it was 
entirely hollow, and only last year he said so in 
— plain language. The demand, he told the 

ouse of Commons, was one which no Government 
could possibly grant. He did not know his own 
colleagues. He did not know himself. Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach used to be considered the strong man 
of the Government, and he is undoubtedly an able 
administrator. But such reputation for firmness as 
was left him by his raid upon the Sinking Fund 
has been destroyed by his assent to this Bill, 
of which, to borrow the language of Lord Derby, 
the political folly is only equalled by its moral 
turpitude. 








DEFENDING THE REPUBLIC. 





HE arrival of the Sfax will open, we may 
trust, the last act of that terrible drama which 

has convulsed France for nearly two years past, and 
has served to rally all the elements of disorder 
and discontent to renewed attacks on the Parlia- 
mentary Republic. During the last twenty years 
that Republic has surmounted many storms—the 
MacMahon crisis, the Boulanger agitation, the 
Southern Railway scandals, the resignation of 
two Presidents, and the sudden death of two 
others, at moments of acute political strain. Its 
opponents are noisy and divided, but some of them, 
at least, are also determined and resourceful ; 
though happily the strength of the popular support 
accorded them is not to be estimated by looking 
at the Boulevards of Paris or the circulation of their 
chief organs in the Press. The gradual illumination 
of the Dreyfus case has converted the Chamber and 
the electorate in a way that may well encourage 





those who still believe that the people can be 
trusted to do right in the end. Latterly the danger 
has been less that the people would be deceived than 
that they would be overborne by superior force. 
From that fate the Republic has been saved by the 
blunders and imbecilities of som2 of its foes. The 
danger revealed this week is that it may be lost 
through the lukewarmness or the divisions of its 
professed friends. Happily, for the moment it has 
escaped that danger, thanks to the good sense of the 
Chamber, to the unexpected moderation of the 
majority of the Socialist deputies, and to the spirited 
and patriotic appeal of M. Brisson. A Ministry, 
strong in its individual members, but totally in- 
coherent in regard to its ultimate ends, has been 
formed with the defence of the Republic as its 
primary aim. It has appea:ed to the Chambers for 
support in carrying out their will as formally ex- 
pressed last Monday fortnight by the adoption of M. 
Ruav’s resolution by 361 votes to175. The Chamber 
then declared that it would support only a Ministry 
that would “energetically defend the Republic 
and secure public order.”” M. Waldeck-Rousseau’s 
Ministry undertakes todo both. To that end it has had 
to combine incongruous elements, and it has begun 
its work with less energy than many Republicans 
desire. The restoration of discipline in the army has 
been carried out by punishing the officers who have 
been demonstrating their hostility to Dreyfus and his. 
obnoxious civilian supporters in ways which certainly 
do not err on the side of severity. The law officers 
who have offended lose their posts; the military 
officers only exchange them. But severer punish- 
ments, under the circumstances, would probably 
have done more harm than good. The present work 
of the Ministry is not to carry out economic and 
social reforms, but to carry on the administration of 
the Parliamentary Republic. Will the Chamber 
support it in doing so? 

It must be admitted that the proceedings at the 
Palais Bourbon last Monday do not altogether 
inspire confidence; and our apprehensions are in- 
creased by the tone of a portion of the Con- 
servative Republican Press. The great majority of 
the Socialists, hitherto irreconcilable and (except 
during the rule of M. Bourgeois) not to be counted 
on as members of any workable Parliamentary com- 
bination, have been driven by the Clerical and 
Militarist peril to come into line with the bowrgeois 
defenders of the Republic. They have shed some of 
their number in the process, but their leaders, 
notably M. Jaurés and the staff of the Petite 
République, have done admirable service to the cause 
of truth and justice during the progress of the 
Dreyfus case. The strain put on them by their 
association with a man whom they have been ready 
to execrate at any time during the last eight and 
twenty years has produced a further secession. 
Nevertheless, the bulk of the party has sunk its 

ersonal feeling in its devotion to free government. 
Tt is a pity that the same cannot be said of a more 
Parliamentary party. 

The debate of Monday, indeed, showed that the 
immediate policy of the Government was not in 
question among the genuine Republicans. The 
Right, the Rallied, and the Nationalists, and a few 
of the Socialists who are primarily supporters of 
“the plebiscitary Republic,” of course voted against 
the Ministry, but then they were voting against 
the Republic anyhow. The debate turned purely 
on personal questions—on the conduct of General 
Gallifet in 1871, on the prior incompatibilities of 
M. de Lanessan and M. Delcassé, the incongruous 
association of a Moderate like M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau with Socialists like MM. Baudin and 
Millerand. A few sound Republicans like M. 
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Camille Pelletan found the presence of General 
Gallifet too much for them, but they abstained 
from voting. The really significant fact is in 
the attitude of M. Méline and his followers. A 
hundred and nine “ Progressist Republicans” voted 
against the Ministry whose primary task is to 
defend the Parliamentary Republic. Partly we 
may attribute their action to personal feeling, partly 
to a desire to be consistent with the view they have 
taken of the Dreyfus affair in the past; mainly to 
fear that the Socialists have only joined the Minis- 
terial ranks on terms—that they mean to have 
Socialist measures, and the progressive income-tax 
first ; and that the Ministry will give it them. That 
M. Waldeck-Rousseau, the Moderate, who prefers 
‘practical legislation” to sterile controversies, will 
attempt a reform which will alienate the majority 
of his Moderate supporters we entirely decline 
to believe. The primary duty of the Ministry is 
to rally good Republicans to the defence of the 
Republic. The fact that 109 Republicans opposed 
them and about 60—including M. Ribot—retused 
to vote, suggests a new danger to the State. 
Hitherto the Republic has been strong in the 
country and in the Chamber, in spite of Repub- 
lican instability and dissension. Is it to be allowed 
to go to pieces through the lukewarmness of its pro- 
fessed friends? Or do they really prefer Cesarism 
to the remote chance of having to discuss a pro- 
gressive income tax? Clerical and military rule, 
and a war for the sake of the Pope or the 
colonies, are worse things than the spectre of 
Collectivism, which can never be embodied so 
long as France is the land of the peasant 
proprietor and the petit bourgeois. 








THE WOMEN’S CONFERENCE. 





7\ROM all the ends of the earth the strong- 
minded of their sex have gathered together 

to discuss the aspirations of womankind. It is not 
quite clear who called them together, or who chose 
them as representatives, or whether, indeed, they 
have any claim to speak save for their individual 
selves. The delegates at an international congress 
of miners are duly chosen by their trades unions 
and can speak for them with authority, but these 
ladies would seem, in most cases, to have come of 
their own motion. It may even be permissible to doubt 
whether they are in the mass more really represen- 
tative than the lady from China can claim to be 
typical of the women under the sway of the Empress 
Dowager. Nor is this a fact without moral significance. 
When some women tell us that all women are 
suffering from male misrule, they should be asked 
how it comes about that so few of them have ever 
combined for self-protection. Two causes or ex- 
planations may be suggested. It may be that they 
have not combined because they have no real 
grievances. The laws are made by men, but in most 
civilised states they are now more favourable to 
women than to men. The married woman’s property 
is protected not merely from her husband, but even, 
to an unjust degree, from her creditors. Working 
women are protected by the Factory Acts against 
long hours, as men are not. In most countries men 
have laid upon one another the heavy burden of 
compulsory military service, from which women are 
necessarily exempt. What would women say if they 
were forced to make the soldiers’ clothes at the 
wages of a conscript? Direct taxation is levied 


equally on both sexes, but indirect taxes fall with 
especial severity upon men. In most countries, and 





especially in England, men have chosen to tax spirits 
and tobacco more heavily than any other article, 
though there are no other articles of which men 
consume so large a proportion in comparison with 
women. Why, if we are the tyrants which they tell 
us, do we tax our tobacco 400 per cent. and let 
their silk go free? The only definite grievances 
which even the most imaginative can suggest are in 
connection with the marriage law. The English law 
of divorce is unequal in not permitting the wife to 
divorce her husband for adultery alone—whether 
the discrimination be just or unjust—but this is 
almost the only remaining inequality which presses 
upon woman. It is not true, as one speaker 
suggested, that a woman is bound to let a mad 
husband cohabit with her. In fact, there is no 
means by which a husband, sane or mad, can compel 
cohabitation. The notion is a very unpleasant one, 
and it is to be regretted that it was mentioned in 
public. 

But the second explanation of the absence of 
combination among women is, we fear, the deeper 
one. Women do not combine because they lack the 
faculty for combination. There are regions of human 
effort, not affected by law, where women have 
grievances. They are almost always worse paid than 
men, and there is no greater grievance than to be 
badly paid. Yet they have never been able to bind 
one another not to work for less than a living wage. 
In spite of the exaltation of the platform, woman’s 
worst enemy is always another woman. The laws, 
which men make, are kind to women: the economic 
conditions, which they make themselves, are un- 
kind. They lower the wages of every employ- 
ment into which they are admitted, and if men 
struggle against their admission to other employ- 
ments—as printers do—it is because, once admitted, 
they would begin to cut wages below the stan- 
dard which is sufficient to maintain the head 
of a family. The talking women suggest excuses 
for their sisters, and the most plausible excuse 
is that fathers and brothers are too kind 
to let women be entirely dependent on their own 
earnings, and that therefore woman’s wage is not 
what she lives on, but what she needs to supple- 
ment male contributions. But this explanation only 
shirks the difficulty. Until women show sufficient 
trust and confidence in one another to work a 
trades union, mere men may doubt whether they 
are fit to vote. The tendency to clamour for 
Government control without first attempting to do 
all that can be done by combined individual effort, 
is one of the most serious dangers of the modern 
state. 

One of the most interesting discussions at the 
Conference was suggested by Mrs. Fenwick Miller, 
who declared that every father should provide his 
daughter either with a profession or a competence. 
She was speaking doubtless of the professional 
classes—the classes who try to give their sons 
professions or, less frequently, competences. And 
primd facie, within this comparatively narrow circle, 
Mrs. Miller’s proposition is a just one. The father 
should not leave a delicately nurtured girl to face 
the world alone at twenty-five without a home 
or a professional training. But when the father 
comes to consider whether he would do better for 
the girl by training her for a profession or by saving 
the money which the training would have cost, the 
answer is not so simple. In spite of all that the 
ladies at St. Martin’s Hall may say, marriage is 
the natural state of most women, and marriage is 
seldom physically consistent with a continuance of 
professional life. If every middle-class girl were 
trained for a profession there would be a horrible 
economic waste. The average professional training 
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lasts for five or six years, during which the young 
man or woman is a heavy charge upon those 
who furnish the means of education. Even when 
the training is over, the possibility of really 
efficient service during the next few years is very 
doubtful. The young lawyer learns law at the 
expense of his clients. Professional women, if they 
ceased to be mere exceptions, would marry and 
retire just when they were beginning to become 
useful. If it became a rule to teach a profession 
to every daughter, the average professional woman 
in practice at forty would have cost, for herself and 
her retired sisters, five times as much to train as the 
average professional man. This would be, frankly 
put, very bad business. An American railroad 
company began to employ women clerks. They 
were cheaper, and more sober and industrious, 
than young men of the same age, and at 
first the experiment seemed likely to succeed. 
But just when they had thoroughly learnt 
their business they married. The company found 
a yearly increasing difficulty in filling the higher 
situations ; and had to decide at last to employ no 
more women. This is the difficulty which no mere 
speechifying will explain away. What a prudent 
father ought to do is to ensure all his daughters 
against the contingency of remaining single, and 
give the advantage of a profession to those who seem 
more likely to be good doctors than good wives. 
Some discrimination is necessary, but not very much 
more than is required in choosing the profession of a 
boy. No new plans for the future of women are of 
much use unless they are based on the elemental 
fact that marriage is the natural calling of most 
women, and that the development of national pros- 
perity is likely to make the proportion who cannot 
marry yearly less. 








FINANCE. 





T the beginning of the week there was a general 
improvement on the Stock Exchange and 
prices recovered all round. But very little business 
has been done. And as the week advanced the 
little became less; partly, this was due to the Stock 
Exchange settlement. Members of the Stock Ex- 
change complain that the Committee is not con- 
ducting its business properly, and that it hampers 
trade by prolonging unduly the fortnightly settle- 
ments. Before gold-mining assumed its present 
importance the settlement was concluded in three 
days. Then a day was given to the making-up in 
the Mining Market immediately before the old 
three-day settlement, and now another day has 
been added, so that every fortnight five whole days 
are consumed in doing what used to be accomplished 
in three days. Members complain that this is 
quite unnecessary; and if the Committee was 
composed of younger men, more intimately con- 
versant with the way in which business is now 
done, reforms in all directions could be introduced. 
However that may be, the settlement has un- 
doubtedly hampered business. But, besides the 
settlement, there are many other causes warn- 
ing operators to be careful. First among these 
is undoubtedly the small majority obtained by the 
new French Ministry, the fear that the Cabinet may 
be overturned at any moment, and the apprehension 
as to what would happen if the Cabinet fell. Next 
comes the uncertainty respecting the Transvaal. 
And, over and above this, there is the illness of the 
Emperor Francis Joseph, the rioting in Spain, the 
troubles on the Servian frontier, and the continued 
fighting in the Philippines. There is one other 
cause of uneasiness of which less is heard, but which, 
for all that, is ever present to the more careful 
bankers and members of the Stock Exchange. It is 
tke great probability that the German Money Market 





will become again very stringent in September. 
Last year the stringency was such that the Imperial 
Bank of Germany had to raise its rate of discount to 
6 per cent., and, beside that, issue a large amount 
of notes for which it had to pay duty as high as 
5 per cent. to the Government. It is feared that the 
stringency will be not less during this autumn, and 
that it may be greater. Already the Imperial Bank 
has had to raise its rate to 44 per cent., and though 
it is probable that in a week or two the market will 
become somewhat easier, it is reasonably certain that 
it will become lighter again in August and may 
become very stringent in September. Trade is very 
active and prosperous in Germany. But there has 
been a wild speculation for some years past, and the 
existence of that speculation is always a danger 
when the Money Market becomes stringent. More- 
over, there is a large amount of German money 
invested in Russia, and the reports of the condition 
of the crops in Russia are unfortunately most 
gloomy. It looks as if there would be a second year 
of famine, and that the scarcity would extend to 
provinces which have been untouched by the dearth 
of the past year. If matters turn out as bad 
as is now feared, some of the leading financial 
houses and merchants may be plunged in difficul- 
ties, and that in its turn may affect German 
bankers. A good deal of German money, 
too, is employed in Finland, and the political 
troubles in Finland are giving cause of appre- 
hension on that account. Thus, while there is every 
reason to expect extreme stringency in the German 
Money Market in the course of a month or two, there 
is some danger likewise of the foreign customers 
of great German financial establishments not being 
in a position to meet their obligations very punc- 
tually. The rioting in Spain, too, the proposal of the 
Spanish Government to tax Spanish bonds held 
abroad, and the generally unfavourable condition of 
the country, are likely to add to the difficulties of the 
Paris Bourse. In spite of the unfavourable condition 
of politics in France for a long time past, there has 
been a very rich speculation in Spanish securities, 
and particularly in Spanish bonds, since the end of 
the Spanish-American war; and if matters should 
grow worse in Spain the prices of these securities 
may fall heavily, and may have a very adverse 
influence upon the Paris Bourse. At the monthly 
settlement in Paris which is beginning to-day 
it is expected that rates will be very stiff ; indeed, 
a good deal of the selling that has been going on 
from Paris during the past fortnight is attributed 
in Paris itself to the difficulties of the Bourse much 
more than to political apprehensions. 

Although money is in strong demand in France 
and Germany, and there is the strongest probability 
that there will be stringency in the German Money 
Market by-and-by, the London Money Market con- 
tinues surprisingly easy. It is true that the Bank 
of England has this week done a large business. But 
that is due partly to the fortnightly settlement and 
partly to the fact that the first half of the year has 
just ended. Next week it is expected that money 
will be plentiful and cheap, and indeed, while the 
outside market borrowed freely at the Bank, the 
rate of discount in the open market has been 
easier. In the course of next week the interest 
on the National Debt will be paid out by the 
Bank of England, and that will for the time 
being ease the market. Moreover, the gold ship- 
ments from New York have been considerable, 
altogether about three millions sterling up to the 
present. Whether they will come to an end 
yet is not certain. But the fact that so much gold 
has been shipped from New York has given the 
impression here that the New York Money Market 
will be easy all the year, and that therefore there 
is no danger of gold being taken for New York. 
That, however, is by no means certain. It may be 
that money will be much more scarce and dear in a 
month or two than is now expected. Whether 
New York will take gold, of course, it is too early 
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yet to say. But it is certain that Germany will 
take gold if she can obtain it, and it is ex- 
ceedingly improbable that any gold will be ob- 
tained from New York in September or October. 
Meantime the India Council continues to sell its 


drafts well. On Wednesday it offered for tender 
50 lace, and the applications exceeded 618 lacs. The 
whole amount offered was disposed of at pri¥es a 
little over 1s. 4,,d. per rupee. Subsequently 4} lacs 
were sold by special contract at prices ranging from 
ls, 4,';d. to ls. 4,d. per rupee. 

The London County Council invites tenders for a 
further issue of £1,750,000 24 per cent. Consolidated 
Stock to be sent in to the Bank of England on 
Thursday next. The money is required for street 
improvements, Vauxhall Bridge, lunatic asylums, 
housing of the working classes, main drainage, and 
other works, for loans to public bodies, and to pay 
off London County bills. The minimum price has 
been fixed at 90.

S4 TURDA Y.—The debate on the Irish University 

question in the House of Commons last night 
came on rather unexpectedly—hence the absence of 
the leading members of the Opposition, to which 
attention is drawn this morning. Nobody expected 
Mr. Balfour's speech. It is clear from the terms of 
that speech that Ministers have dropped the ques- 
tion of an Irish University, and for the remainder 
of this Parliament the subject will rest. 

But how long will that “remainder” last? This 
is a question that is being more seriously discussed 
with every day that passes. The result of the East 
Edinburgh election is still more startling than that 
for South Edinburgh. In Scotland, it is now clear, 
political parties have reverted to what was their 
normal condition before 1886. In England, too, the 
movement in favour of Liberalism is advancing 
more rapidly as time passes. The Bill which was 
introduced on Thursday for relieving the clergy at 
the expense of the public is recognised by many 
Conservatives as a grave tactical blunder. “ This 
means the loss of Oldham” was the criticism of one 
Tory member when the division on the introduction 
of the Bill was taking place; and Ministers know 
just as clearly as the rest of the world does the 
rapidity with which the process of disintegration 
is advancing in their own ranks. Nor can it be said 
that the members of the Government are wholly 
averse to the idea of a change. They are already 
sick of the cares of office. Their failures have been 
many, and they are fully conscious of them. Then 
they are not united among themselves. They see 
that many serious questions lie ahead, and they 
recognise the fact that they are not in a position 
to deal effectually with them. On the whole, no 
one would be surprised to hear of their coming to 
a determination to ride for a fall. 

This fact makes it all fhe more necessary that 
the Liberal party should put its house in order. 
One could wish that it were possible to affirm that 
there is no danger of the obstruction of the good 
work now going on in this direction; but so long as 
there is a small party in the House of Commons and 
the Press which seeks to create artificial divisions 
upon questions of Imperial policy to be inspired by Sir 
William Harcourt and Mr. Morley, one cannot deny 
that the danger does exist. In the meantime it is 
notable that to-day many of our newspapers are dis- 
cussing Lord Rosebery in connection with the 
appearance of the excellently-edited edition of his 
non-political addresses. Whatever may be his posi- 


tion in the Liberal party, he still holds the field as 
the most interesting personality in British politics— 
a position from which none of his opponents can hope 
to dislodge him. 

Monday.—The fight upon the Tithes Bill promises 









to bean exciting one. The publication in Saturday’s 
Daily News of the conditions under which the com- 
mutation of the tithe took place really cuts the 
ground from under the feet of Ministers. That they 
have made a great blunder is recognised even more 
freely on their own than on the Opposition side of 
the House. Indeed, some good Conservatives are 
quoting the old tag “Quem deus vult perdere” in 
reference to their own beloved Ministry. Mr. 
Chamberlain’s speech to-night is awaited with much 
anxiety, especially by his own supporters. For the 
moment things look rather better in the Transvaal, 
but everything depends upon the skill and prudence 
with which the negotiations that are still preceeding 
between the Government and President Kruger are 
carried on. 

Tuesday.—Yesterday was a day of dramatic 
incidents. In Parliament the most striking event 
was the revolt of the Peers against the creation of 
Aldermen in petticoats. If the subject had been 
the abolition of the Christian religion or the 
destruction of the House of Lords, it could hardly 
have thrown the Peers into a greater state of ex- 
citement. They flocked down to their gilded 
chamber in shoals, and the debate which was pro- 
vided for their edification was as lively as though 
a question of first-class political importance had 
been under discussion. Moreover, the side galleries 
were filled with peeresses, most of whom seemed to 
rejoice in the prospect of the victory of the mere 
man. One cannot take the affair very seriously ; 
but in the strong majority against the clause per- 
mitting women to fill offices in the new London 
Councils may be read the dcom—for the present 
at all events—of the female suffrage movement. 
One of the features of yesterday’s proceedings 
was the fact that Lord Salisbury was left abso- 
lutely alone by his own colleagues in the Govern- 
ment, and that the Duke of Devonshire had the 
temerity to reveal the number of supporters the 
Alderwomen bad found in the Cabinet. Shade of 
Mr. Gladstone! How the great Cabinet Minister 
would have been shocked by so unpardonable a 
breach of Constitutional practice on the part of a 
Ministerial veteran. He would never allow a man 
to speak even of a majority in the Cabinet. No 
vulgar eye was to be allowed to peer into the 
recesses of the sacred chamber. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s speech last night was very 
able and, I fear, not very judicious. He put the 
case of the Uitlanders as strongly as possible, stating 
his case all through in the tone of an advocate rather 
than in that of a judge, and no one who has read 
the Blue Book will fail to perceive that he coloured 
his facts unnecessarily. But, on the other hand, he 
has the overwhelming majority of this country with 
him in his contention that something must be done. 
Everybody hopes that what is done will be done 
peacefully ; but Mr. Chamberlain’s speech does not 
make for peace—despite his pacific professions. This 
is what constitutes the real danger of the moment. 

Wednesday.— Mr. Whiteley’s dramatic attack 
upon his Government was the incident in last 
night’s debate in the House of Commons. It is a 
serious incident too—more serious than appears 
upon the surface. Mr. Whiteley is a typical repre- 
sentative of the urban members who were returned 
in the height of the Tory reaction in 1895 by the 
votes of working men electors. He is one of 
those who believed that Mr. Chamberlain’s promises 
were to be trusted, and that Mr. Balfour’s famous 
election card really represented Mr. Balfour’s mind. 
Moreover, he knows that it was on the strength of 
his faith in the programme of his leaders that he 
secured the votes which made him member for 
Stockport. Now he sees that the hopes which were 
raised among the credulous artisans in 1895 have 
been utterly disappointed, and he realises that the 
day of reckoning is at hand for those who won votes 
on the strength of those hopes. Being a resolute, 
self-willed man, he has not hesitated to cut himself 
loose from his party ; and last night Ministers had to 
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listen to a hot denunciation of their conduct from 
their own benches, as well as to face the prospect of 
another disastrous election. What Mr. Whiteley 
has had the pluck to say a great many of his fellow- 
members think. It looks as though we are ap- 
proaching the last stage in the history of a doomed 
Administration. 

The Transvaal difficulty looks more serious than 
ever to-day. Mr. Chamberlain’s speech did not 
make for peace. The “still strong man” who can 
act is evidently not to be found at Birmingham. 
Mr. Chamberlain’s strength is in his words, and his 
words yesterday sent stocks tumbling down and 
cast a fresh shadow over the brightening prospects 
at the Cape. So great is the tension, however, that 
‘wise men hardly dare to speak lest they should 
precipitate a crisis. 

Thursday.—Political interest is beginning to turn 
to the country and to the bye-elections now in 
progress. It is recognised that they are of excep- 
tional importance at Oldham and Stockport. San- 
guine Liberals talk freely of the possibility of win- 
ning both the seats at Oldham. If this should happen, 
and if Mr. Whiteley should be returned again for 
Stockport, not as a supporter but an opponent of the 
Ministry, the Government will receive a shock from 
which it can hardly recover. Indeed, some persons of 
thigh authority declare that in such a case Lord 
Salisbury would probably dissolve. It may be im- 
agined therefore with what energy the Tory wire- 
pullers are working to avert a great disaster. In 
the House of Commons, in spite of all the grumbling, 
the discipline of the Whips is strictly maintained ; 
but out of doors the case is different, and the move- 
ment of Tory opinion against the Tory Government 
is steadily gathering force. 

The death of Mr. J. T. Bunce removes one of the 
veterans of journalism from the scene. Mr. Bunce 
‘became editor of the Birmingham Post so far back 
as 1862, and he can therefore have had few seniors in 
the world of journalism. Although he was not acon- 
spicuous figure in public affairs outside Birmingham, 
he was for the life-time of a whole generation one of 
the most influential factors in Birmingham politics. 
Mr. Chamberlain owes a great deal to the steady 
‘support which he received from Mr. Bunce during 
the years when he was still struggling for a place in 
the front ranks of our politicians. 

Friday.—Ministers had, of course, their normal 
majority in the division last night. But if only 
those who approved of their Clerical Dole Bill had 
gone into the lobby with them, to-day would have 
seen us without a Government. Bad as yesterday’s 
debate was for Ministers it was not so bad as the 
fact that the two Tory candidates for Oldham have 
been compelled to declare themselves against the 
Bill, knowing that if they failed to do so they would 
not have a chance of being returned. It is not an 
edifying thing to see Ministers carrying out a job 
of this kind when it knows that the country dis- 
approves of it. 

The war party are doing their best to bring 
about the desired conflict in South Africa. Many 
of these gentlemen have laid aside all concealment 
as to their real intentions. They want a war, and 
they say so boldly. The one thing that would 
displease them would be any surrender on the part 
of Mr. Kruger. Moreover, some of them declare 
that this is what Mr. Chamberlain wants—despite 
his disclaimer at Birmingham on Monday. Both 
here and at the Cape the war party is gaining in 
confidence. 








THE MASQUE AT THE GUILDHALL. 





” EAUTY’S Awakening: a Masque of Winter 

and of Spring, presented by the Members of 
the Art Workers’ Guild.” So runs the title-page of 
the programme, a handsome volume which the elect 
will hasten to bind in leather, with the help of one 





of Mr. Walter Crane’s fellow-craftsmen in this line. 
Beauty’s Awakening—Winter and Spring; truly a 
promise of innocent diversion at the Guildhall, the 
abode of Gog and Magog, who are used to looking 
down on nothing more artistic than a congress of 
Common Councilmen and their guests at dinner. 
This handsome volume, joyously printed and illus- 
trated, obeys tradition by setting forth an “ Epistle 
Dedicatory to the Right Honourable John Voce 
Moore, Knight, Lord Mayor of London,” 
who is asked for leave to present this Masque 
in “your own ancient Guildhall,” and reminded 
of the time-honoured connection between “ the 
various Crafts we exercise and the City.” A fair 
seeming request, which the Lord Mayor and the 
Sheriffs and the Aldermen saw no good reason to 
refuse. Did they know that the Demons who aid 
and abet the Dragon and a terrible hag called 
Malebodea, to resist the excellent knight Trueheart 
in his laudable ambition to wake the sleeping Fayre- 
monds with a kiss, that she may behold the nice 
new designs the Guild has invented for her—did 
they know that these Demons would make a mock 
of all that Gog and Magog stand for under their 
very noses? It is true that certain audacious verses 
were omitted in the representation; but there 
they are in print for the Lord Mayor and the 
Sheriffs and the Aldermen to read with what coun- 
tenance they may! These worthies, moreover, were 
lured to the Guildhall to behold Philistinus, a Demon 
with a fine municipal cast of countenance—“ the 
soapy punctiliouse old sneak Philistinus ”"—beloved 


By all the brave bagmen that bung from their dinners 
The Glasgow distillers, the Macclesfield fullers, 
By—(well, never mind!) with his coat of bright colours! 


Joseph, of course, the only Joseph known to politicians 
in the City! 

This is not all. Another flagrant Demon is Bumble- 
beadalus. There is no mistaking the allusion to 
“your mace and your furs, and your gloves and 
your goggles.” The Macebearer went to the Masque; 
but if he was carried out in a fit, the newspapers 
have suppressed it. Perhaps he was brought to 
by a sheriff murmuring in his ear, “ All right, old 
man; just hear what they say about the County 
Council.” Then he may have sat up and heard the 
sheriff recite this impartial snub to Progressive 
wisdom :— 

Old Bumble grows bigger, his heart merely hardens, 

As he crawls from the Mansion House into Spring Gardens, 

For now he’s just added, the more to prevail, 

To his blustering tongue a sting to his tail; 

With his twists and his shifts and his betterment schemes, 

His technical education dreams; 

His cooked accounts and his legal quirks, 

His legacies from the Board of Works, 

The reforms he gases about but shirks. 


Did this reconcile the Sheriffs to the conjunction 
of Bumblebeadalus and Philistinus in the demoniacal 
rout which assailed a distracted lady called London, 
shouting “Oh yes!” at her, as the Paris gamins do 
at the English tourist? Or was there unyielding 
resentment among the gold chains because Beauty, 
when she awoke, gazed upon a Pageant of Fair Cities, 
instead of symbols of those paladins of the ideal, the 
Livery Companies ? 

The Demons were represented with great spirit ; 
but the Dragon, perhaps, fell short of the expecta- 
tions of a critical audience, accustomed to the 
illusion of the pantomime. It was noticed that the 
whole burden of this fabulous beast fell upon Mr. 
Lancelot Crane, who was unable to provide it with 
more than one pair of legs, and snapped its jaws 
with somewhat languid ferocity. The unobtrusive 
comedian in Trelawny of the Wells, who was cast 
for the hind legs of a similar monster, would have 
watched Mr. Lancelot Crane’s exertions with 
peculiar sympathy, and taken them as a text for a 
discourse upon the false economy of some managers. 
Two pairs of legs would have given the Dragon a 
little more sparkle, and made him a less easy prey to 
Trueheart’s sword. The combat was a one-sided 
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affair that seemed to call for action by the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. Too 
much sadness weighed upon the Spirit of Old 
Masque, otherwise the Prolocutor, imper- 
sonated by Mr. Selwyn Image, who delivered 
the explanatory lines, and entreated our “ willing 
eyes and patience sweet,’ as one who had 
suffered much domestic sorrow, and was about to 
take cold poison. But these are trifling shadows 
on a beautiful design. The charm of the Masque 
began with a “whirling dance of leaves” by a 
company of children, notably one delightful little 
girl whose ease and grace gave a sudden vitality 
to the whole stage. Then the Knight wore his 
armour with distinct success, even to the doffing 
of his helmet and the disposal of his limbs for 
repose. To lie down gracefully in armour is no 
small test of natural pliancy. Mr. Woodroffe ought 
to be sought after by theatrical managers bent upon 
historical plays which turn the theatre into an old 
curiosity shop. Such a dignified young Beauty as 
Miss Muriel Alexander appeared to make the Knight 
rather timid about the awakening kiss. When a 
mere Dragon is upon the scene, your Knight is 
forward enough; but a lovely damsel asleep strikes 
him with proper awe. Thoroughly roused, Beauty 
scarce had time to look at her deliverer when her 
eyes were claimed by the Pageant of Fair Cities— 
Thebes, Athens, Rome, Byzantium, Florence, Venice, 
a Paris, and Oxford—the triumph of the 
show. 

Here was portraiture too—Rameses II., Pheidias, 
Augustus, Constantine, Dante and Cimabue, Titian, 
Albert Diirer (very like Mr. Walter Crane), St. Louis 
and Joan of Arc, King Alfred and William of 
Wykeham. None of them a “recent person,” as 
Mr. Saintsbury would say; and that brings a little 
cloud over the mind of the thoughtful spectator. 
For examples of beauty in all those cities the Guild 
has to go back for centuries. No Oxford Don is fit 
for a Masque, no Syndic of modern Florence, not 
General de Gallifet in the Paris we know, and not 
even a Venetian gondolier. In what likeness are we 
to see the redemption of our London, which is the 
supreme ideal of the Art Workers? In the Masque, 
London, freed from the Demons, dons a new mantle 
and a silver crown; but what is the esthetic citizen 
to understand by that? However, the Guild is 


Still nursing the unconquerable hope, 
Still clutching the inviolable shade. 


We can but trust that Bumblebeadalus and Philis- 
tinus will be succeeded by more picturesque and 
enlightened counsellors. At all events, we have had 
our Masque (would it were a potent rival of the 
music-hall !), and it has left us richer by the pro- 
gramme—such a memento in print and picture 


as should serve for a lasting monument of the 
Guild. 








GHOSTS ? 





HE kindliest of men can at times be most unkind. 

In The Idler for July we actually behold Mr. 
Andrew Lang insinuating that there is no such 
thing as a ghost. He admits telepathy, or, as he 
prefers to call it, wireless telegraphy, between him 
or you or me and some person dear to one of us who 
is in a crisis of accident or about to die; but he puts 
spirits and wraiths within marks of quotation, and 
is as disrespectful towards them as Mr. Clodd 
himself. “The word ‘spirits’ or ‘ spiritual,” he 
says, “begs the question.” Anyone, “from an 
Australian blackfellow to a modern Prime Minister, 
may have hallucinations of the senses—may see, 
hear, touch, or smell things, persons, sounds, and 
odours, not present”; “but why suppose that 
‘spirits’ are concerned?” This is extraordinary 
logic. If you see a thing, or hear a sound, or touch 
&@ person, or are conscious of an odour, which is not 











present, clearly, in the particular incident of con- 
sciousness, you are not in contact with materiality. 
What, then, are you in contact with? Surely 
you must be in contact with a spirit, for what 
else than matter and spirit is there in this best 
of all possible worlds? There is argon, no doubt ; 
but, just after it was discovered, Lord Raleigh 
showed to us that substance at the Royal Institu- 
tion, and it was visibly a quite substantial gas. 
Also there is ether; but ether, although we have 
not yet a chemical formula for it, is certainly some- 
thing other than a mere mode of motion. We wish 
that Mr. Lang had been more explicit. It is quite 
possible that the word “spirit” begs the ques- 
tion; but “hallucination” can hardly be deemed 
much better. You cannot become possessed of 
a hallucination when you chance to want one. 
By dint of steady play with strong drink, 
you might possibly enter into possession of it 
in three months or so; but then it would not 
be a hallucination. It would be nothing at all 
to the beholders of you, and to yourself it would 
be a stern reality. Obviously, then, if there be a 
third element in the universe, something different. 
from matter and spirit, “hallucination” is not the 
word for it. Neither the Australian blackfellow 
nor the modern Prime Minister can capture a hallu- 
cination, to be examined at leisure in the black- 
fellow’s hut or in the white chemist’s laboratory ; 
and, therefore, we must regard it as a nonentity. 

At this moment, however, we are less con- 
cerned with the chemistry of Mr. Andrew Lang than 
we are with the outcome of his logic. We have been 
wont to regard Mr. Lang as a strict conservative 
in the matter of ghosts; and we had kind regards. 
towards him on that account. Amid certain con- 
ditions, a ghost is an excellent institution. The 
incomparable play of Hamlet could not get on with- 
out one. This fact is of such importance that we need 
not labour the point. Every intelligent reader will see 
our argument about Hamlet at a glance. As well try 
to do without the Prince of Denmark as to do without 
the parental spook. Still, we admit, that is not an 
argument up to date. We cannot rest any rational 
philosophy of spooks on the mechanical necessities 
of a playwright who is obsolete in the presence of 
Mr. Pinero and Mr. Ibsen. We must ratiocinate 
according to the conditions of the time, and defer 
to the apprehensions of its most exquisite minds. 
The ghost of Hamlet’s father, then, goes by the 
board ; but why has Mr. Lang so little consideration 
for modern Prime Ministers? We have no charge 
against him in respect of the Australian black- 
fellow, never having seen that gentleman, and 
not knowing his wants; but we have seen the 
Prime Minister of England, and have even dined 
with him; and therefore, in loyalty to chemistry 
and Conservatism and the Cosmos, we must. 
make war against Mr. Lang. A man who asks. 
for bread and is given a stone is in a plight as 
sorry as that of the modern Prime Minister who seeks 
a ghost and is offered a hallucination. If he has 
any humane feeling left, Mr. Lang must be the first 
to perceive the truth of this remark. A hallu- 
cination is a thing of no importance. It may be 
a rat or a reptile. In either case one has only 
to consult a physician in order to be assured that 
it is nothing at all. Liberals as we are, we declare 
that this is not the way in which we wish to treat 
the modern Prime Minister. A man’s a man for a’ 
that, even if he be a Tory, and a Tory Minister 
has as much right to receive a spook if he 
wants a spook as a Liberal leader has to hear 
the Voice of the People and therefrom gain an 
inspiration. Now, just think of the extent to 
which Mr. Lang impoverishes the party which 
has his sympathies in supplanting ghosts by hallu- 
cinations. Any hallucination, howsoever lurid, is of 
no use to the modern Prime Minister; but if Mr. 
Lang had been conservative of ghosts, there were 
at least two who would have been most welcome 
in the laboratory at Hatfield. We allude to the

master spirits of their age who, at crises in Lord 
Salisbury’s career, were respectively afflicted with 
Batavian grace and derogation of flouts and jeers. The 
modern Prime Minister, we are sure, would welcome 
both with gracious hospitality. We do not know what 
these ghosts would say to the modern Prime Minister ; 
but it cannot be doubted that he would listen to 
their remarks with interest. It is even conceivable 
that what they would have to say might help him 
in the coil with that most graceless of Batavians, 
Mr. Kruger. 

We cannot, however, tarry any longer over the 
injury which Mr. Lang, by abolishing ghosts in 
favour of hallucinations, has done to modern Prime 
Ministers and the blackfellows of Australia. We 
have the country-houses to think of. What is a 
country-house without a spook? If there is a ghost in 
it, Lord Bute or some other astrologer will take it, at a 
brilliant rent, for purposes of scientific research. In 
the latter case, down comes the Correspondent of 
The Times, bent on bursting the show. He burst 
the show, a few years ago, at a castle in Perthshire, 
whose name we do not remember; but that was an 
isolated instance. Bats and rats and the night wind 
acting on loose shutters may account for mysterious 
noises in an ancient castle; but it is not to be ex- 
pected that, unless some learned psychic scholar 
blows the whole business in a generality, the average 
preternatural peer will apply the same explanation 
to other haunted houses, and thereby impoverish the 
lairds who have spooks instead of grouse to offer. 
By the pen of Mr. Lang, the learned psychic scholar 
has done this severe bad turn to his order; and 
therefore, having a sneaking regard for haunted 
houses, we must doabad turn to Mr. Lang. Hereby 
we declare that his logic, which we have already 
shown to be shaky, is no logic at all. From the 
opusculum now under review, it seems that 
Mr. Clodd wished to have certain assertions 
of spiritistic phenomena inquired into by a com- 
mittee of “ five thorough-going sceptics.” Mr, Clodd 
desired this because he felt that inquirers 
who were not sceptics hada bias. “ As if sceptics 
were not biassed!” writes Mr. Lang. “. . . The 
‘thorough-going sceptic’ believes that there is no 
such possible field. That is his bias, and you may 
reckon how much /is examination is worth. It is 
most amusing to hear the ‘thorough-going sceptics’ 
complain of ‘bias.. Nobody has so much bias as 
themselves.” Now, if, as Mr. Lang affirms, we have 
neither spirit nor a spook to examine, but only a 
hallucination, the sceptic is modest if he have a bias 
only. In this occult matter he might rightfully 
claim the pre-emption to the mastership of flouts 
and jeers. 








THE DRAMA. 





*‘CARLYON SAHIB”’—“ BEAUTY’S AWAKENING.” 


WELL-MEANING youngster, inspired partly 

by the love of youth for justice, partly by 

@ fancy for playing the amateur detective— 
Cervantes would have called him a curioso im- 
pertinente — devotes himself to unravelling the 
mystery of a long-hidden crime. The irony of 
the situation is that, as we know, the criminal is 
the man whom the youngster hopes to make his 
father-in-law. That situation is the starting-point 
of The Bells. It is also the starting-point of Car- 
lyon Sahib, a play by Mr. Gilbert Murray, 
produced last week at the Kennington Theatre by 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell. Both plays belong, then, 
to the same species of the genus Nemesis-drama. 
But there the resemblance ends. The old play was 
an “unidea’d” piece of common stagecraft. The 
new play, with all the defects of stagecraft in- 
separable from a first attempt, is brimful of ideas. 
Mr. Murray, as we all know, was Professor of 
Greek at Glasgow University; and when a pro- 
fessor writes a play, the professorial bias towards 








ideas is only to be expected. And so much the 
better; for while stagecraftsmen are “two a 
penny” or to be “given away with a pound of 
tea,” the stage is starving for lack of ideas. It 
is the plain duty of criticism to welcome any play 
with ideas, even though it be absolutely devoid of 
technical accomplishment; but that is by no means 
the case with Mr. Murray’s Carlyon Sahib, which 
is theatrically as well as intellectually interest- 
ing, strong as it is in that will-conflict which is the 
very pith and marrow of all drama. 

Mathias in The Bells was a mere vulgar assassin 
and thief. Carlyon is a criminal “in the grand 
style”; he has killed a nation and robbed for the 
empire. As Political Resident in Bhojal, an Indian 
native State, he saw his way to annexation by an 
unscrupulous stroke of policy. His idea was to 
provoke a rising of the Bhojalis at a moment when 
he was best prepared to crush them. Accordingly 
he poisoned the wells, and the trick was done. The 
public at home saw the end, but never suspected 
the means, and so Carlyon became one of our 
“Empire builders’—and is, at the rise of the 
curtain, on the high road to political preferment. 
Now it so happened that Adene, a young student 
of philology, in love with Carlyon’s daughter Vera, 
picked up a little Bhojali from a sailor at Limehouse; 
from the language he proceeded to the history of the 
race, and once on that track he was bound to set 
his wits at work on the mystery of the Bhojali war. 
Why did the Bhojalis rise at what they must have 
known to be the wrong moment? Were they tricked 
by “one of our men”? If so, Adene means to dis- 
cover that man and expose him. He comes, then, to 
ask Vera Carlyon to wish him bon voyage to Bhojal. 

Carlyon, of course, will stick at nothing to pre- 
vent that journey. He tells his daughter why, 
bidding her use her influence over Adene to keep 
him in England; if necessary, let her marry him 
out of hand. But for her the shock of this revela- 
tion comes close upon another shock. She is a 
medical student, and, examining Adene’s eyes “ for 
fun,” she has discovered in them proof of a mortal 
brain disease; the man is doomed to speedy blind- 
ness, paralysis, and death. (Note that the scene 
of this discovery is an effective dramatic “ situation ” 
which the most unidea’d playwright might be proud 
of—the experiment performed as a sort of parlour 
game; the amateur “subject” joking about the 
“chair .so like a dentist’s”; the light smile of 
the girl as she peers into the man’s eyes; her sudden 
horror at what she sees there.) To tell Adene the 
truth would be to hasten his death by crushing 
all the spirit out of him. But to Carlyon this only 
presents itself as another slice of that miraculous 
luck which has befriended him at every crisis in 
his career. Vera, he declares, must tell Adene the 
truth. Here, then, you have one of Stevenson’s 
“passionate cruces of life, where duty and inclina- 
tion come nobly to the grapple.” This situation 
alone would amply justify Mr. Murray for commen- 
cing playwright. If Vera tells Adene the truth, she 


(1) commits the greatest of all offences against 
professional honour; and with Vera the 
profession of medicine is almost a religion ; 

(2) perpetrates a crime against common hu- 
manity, by accelerating the death of a 
fellow-creature ; 

(3) breaks her own heart, seeing that this man 
and she are lovers. 


If Vera does not tell Adene, she blasts her father’s 
reputation and future prospects. To me that seems 
a tragic dilemma worthy of Corneille. Shall Vera 
tell or not tell? There can be no doubt about the 
answer—Vera must tell. If she does not, she be- 
comes morally guilty of parricide; and though you 
may conceive the possibility of that, and argue 
about the ethics of it, it has the fatal disadvantage 
of bringing the play prematurely to an end. But 
if she tells, must the anticipated consequences for 
Adene follow? Assuredly not, for that again 
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would bring the play up short. By a process of 
exhaustion, then, we have arrived at the only 
possible solution—Vera must tell, and Adene, not 
crushed by the revelation, but spurred by it to 
make the best use of the fag-end of life left to 
him, must start for Bhojal all the same. 

The play now takes an unexpected and, to my 
mind, unfortunate turn. Vera, finding after con- 
sultation with specialists that an operation may 
save Adene’s life, determines to start with a surgeon 
for Bhojal. Her father makes mesmeric passes over 
her head—it seems that our empire-builder is a 
hypnotist in his leisure moments—and “ suggests ” 
that she shall secretly kill Adene while acting as his 
nurse. Hardly as he done so, when she makes 
another discovery—the play is as full of “ shocking 
discoveries’ as an evening newspaper contents bill— 
namely, that her father’s “past” also includes a 
sordid seduction and infanticide. This breaks the 
spell, and she starts for Bhojal not to slay, but to 
save Adene—who is shown in a brief final act duly 
saved, Carlyon, who has also come out to Bhojal, 
being conveniently disposed of by the poisoned 
sword of a patriotic Bhojali. I call the turn taken 
by the play in the penultimate act unfortunate, 
because it springs a wholly new and “unprepared” 
Carlyon upon us. For two acts Carylon was an 
empire-builder at any price, ready to sacrifice all 
scruples to political expediency, the Nietzschean 
“overman” as statesman: a type which is the 
latest, most actual, and most interesting variant 
of l'homme fort as handed down to literature from 
the Napoleonic legend through Balzac and Stendhal 
to Feuillet (4. de Camors and Montjoye) and 
on to Daudet (Lv Lutte pour la Vie) and Bourget 
(Le Disciple)— with traces, here and there, of 
Ibsen’s Solness and Borkman. And lo! in the 
third act, we are asked to shift our point of view 
and to regard Carlyon as a common “low down” 
criminal. It may be that Mr. Murray makes 
this demand with the set purpose of insisting that 
the man who disregards the moral law on the grand 
scale, as a public man, will do so, too, on the small 
scale, as a private man. The thesis is arguable, I 
daresay; but it would require a separate play to 
itself. And even if we accepted as a matter of 
course the family likeness of all violent taking of 
life, ethically considered, whether it be a nation’s 
or a baby’s, it is not to be pretended that the crimes 
are wsthetically the same. The scale, then, makes 
all the difference. For there is, of course, an 
seesthetic valuation of crime—*C’est beau, un beau 
crime!” as J. J. Weiss exclaimed, using terms of 
beauty, as a surgeon speaks of a “lovely tumour.” 
And so while the moralist may conceivably be en- 
titled to regard the second Carlyon as included in 
the first, the dramatist certainly is not. It would 
be too impudent to quote such a schoolboy tag as 
“ Servetur ad imum Qualis ab incepto,” etc, to a 
University professor. 

This is its author's first piece, and, like all other 
tirst pieces, it bears plain marks of external influence— 


Sentant encor le lait dont elle fut nourrie. 


There is the Ibsen influence, of course. Show me 
the modern drama of ideas that has escaped that 
influence! Carlyon has Solness’s hypnotic influence 
over women, as well as the Master Builder’s faith 
in lucky circumstances, “ the helpers and servers” ; 
he holds, too, Borkman’s creed that great aims 
transcend the moral law. The Bhojalis say Car- 
lyon has “the justice of a god,” which Carlyon 
explains as a justice not referable to human 
standards. Is it fanciful to find traces of Francois 
de Curel in the medical examination scene? (Com- 
pare it with that in Za Nowvelle Idole.) Or of 
Maeterlinck in Vera's “refrain,” “ He has the eyes 
of a little child”? But the play is far from being 
@ mere mosaic of other men’s scraps. It has a life 
of its own. Mr. Murray has the root of the 
matter in him, the power to imagine and present a 
will-conflict in space of three dimensions. And the 











long and the short of it is Carlyon Sahib is one of 
the most promising plays we have had for years. 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell brought to the part of Vera 
Carlyon all her sweet seriousness, all her fastidious-. 
ness of elocution, all her incomparabie distinction 
of style. Mr. Nutcombe Gould did very respectably 
with the “strong man,” but was somewhat over- 
parted. Mr. Berte Thomas’s quiet, manly Adene 
was quite admirable; and there was real humour 
in Mr. Albert Grau’s sketch of a fussy, vain, irritable,. 
lovable, old German doctor. The Kaia to Carlyon’s 
Solness was discreetly played by Miss Frances Ivor. 
The Art Workers’ Masque at the Guildhall, 
Beauty's Awakening, was, so far as the plastic and 
pictorial elements of the masque go, a brilliant 
success; but I must defer detailed consideration 
till next week. A. B. W. 








TRTE-A-TETE. 





LoRD SMITH. 
LorD TENNYSON. 


MITH. The balladmongers are busy, my lord. 

TENNYSON. Yes; I have been reading some of 
their books. They are most of them in the grasp 
of the past. Mrs. CLEMENT SHORTER’S graphic 
ballad of “The Woman who went to Hell,” in her 
*“ Ballads and Poems” (BOWDEN); “The Ballad of 
St. Vitus” and “ The Legend of Spinello of Arezzo,” 
by the anonymous author of “The City of the 
Soul” (RICHARDS); and Mr. EUGENE MAson's 
“Field Floridus” (RICHARDS), are all inspired by 
the mythologic part of Christianity; nor has the 
power of elder mythology passed away. Mr. 
Mason writes “A Satyr” and “A Garden of 
Adonis.” It is a little tedious, this dominion of 
mythology over the imagination of the modern 
world. Observe, I say dominion. There is life in 
all legend; no story will ever die. But it is not 
sufficient to retell the old tales; they must be 
transvalued; the imagination of the poet must 
exercise dominion over his fable. 

S. Just as your lordship did in the “ Idylls of 
the King.” 

T. As I failed to do in the “ Idylls of the King” ; 
the allegory is naught, although some of the indi- 
vidual Idylls I can take in my hand on the Judgment 
Day. As an epic, as a reconstruction of romance, 
the Idylls are a failure. The initial mistake con- 
sisted in supposing an English epic possible. Shake- 
speare’s historical plays, and Carlyle’s “ Letters and 
Speeches of Oliver Cromwell,” are our only substi- 
tutes. The extraordinary insanity of “Paradise Lost’” 
puts it out of court. You start; but I speak in sober 
earnest. I am convinced that Milton is the out- 
standing instance of the madness of genius. About 
an English epic. We can never have one now. 
Doubtless men will try and try and try again; 
there are people who still attempt to write plays 
in the manner of Shakespeare. But the time for a 
national epic is past long ago. The new epic, when 
it comes, must be an epic of a world-hero, i.e. ar 
epic of Democracy, with the Individual as pro- 
tagonist, a Democratic arena being the only possible 
one for the display of heroic individuality. 

S. I am afraid I do not quite follow you, my 
lord. I like literary criticism better than these 
broad views of things. I seem not to care for this 
verse in “ The Ballad of St. Vitus” :— 


For the room was filled with a soft, sweet light 
Of ambergris and apricot, 

And round the walls were angels bright, 
With lute and flute and angelot. 


Am I right in disliking that? 

T. Quite right; it is not a good verse. “Soft, 
sweet light” is missish; to end lines of rhyme-male 
with trisyllables—“ apricot,” “angelot”—shows a 
treacherous ear; and the internal rhyme, “ With 
lute and flute” is thin and inharmonious, just where 
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the harmony, interpreting the heavenly orchestra, 
could not be too rich. Yet the author is a skilled 
artificer, with a greater mastery of colour than of 


sound. “Jonquil and Fleur-de-lys,” albeit sug- 
gestive of Bond Street windows, is crusted with 
gems and fragrant with scent. This writer has 
made a close study of Rossetti, and is fairly suc- 
cessful in the sonnet. Lest me read you one of 
his sonnets :— 


Each new hour's passage is the acolyte 

Of inarticulate song and syllable, 

And every passing moment is a bell, 

To mourn the death of undiscerned delight. 
Where is the sun that made the noon-day bright, 
And where the midnight moon? O let us tell, 
In long caved line and painted parable, 

How the white road curves down into the night. 
Only to build one crystal barrier 

Against this sea which beats upon our days; 

To ransom one lost moment with a rhyme ! 

Or if Fate cries and grudging gods demur, 

To clutch Life’s hair, and thrust one naked phrase 
Like a lean knife between the ribs of Time. 


I wonder if the author ever read “The Hepta- 
logia.” It seems to me impossible to repeat in cold 
or hot blood such a distinctive Rossettian rhyme as 
“syllable,” “bell,” remembering that “ Those legs 
are most abominable.” —By-the-bye, I should like to 
say that “The Heptalogia” is unmatched in the 
language as a criticism of poetry.—The close of this 
sonnet is overstrained ; and the octave is superior to 
the sestet. But the writer is a poet; to himself he 
says, ; 
Be thou no more forlorn 
But proud in thy immortal loneliness, 
And infinite distress. 


Mr. Eugene Mason has much in common with 
the writer we have just been considering. The Neo- 
Catholicism, which I dislike exceedingly in both, is 
more marked in Mr. Mason; but his poems are rich 
with scent and colour. I like the frank pagan poem, 
“ A Satyr,” as well as anything in his book :— 


At times a hurrying rumour thrills 
The startled land at evenfall, 
A glow of fire on distant hills, 
The murmur of the Bacchanal. 
‘They come, they come! loud grows the din, 
The choric song, the tipsy shout, 
The conch and beaten tambourin, 
Silenus and his rout. 


The stanzas “For Flandrin’s Portrait of a Young 
Girl in the Louvre” are characteristic, and seem to 
me happily adapted from a form I made my own :— 


Only, I know that as with dubious feet 
I seek the hall and slowly pass from thence, 
Her sad eyes haunt me down the Paris street, 
Her face, her form, more dear to heart and sense 
Than any I may meet. 


S. “ Pass from thence !—/from thence!" Shouldn’t 
he have said “ Wander thence” ?—got rid of the 
“from ” at all risks ? 

T. I’m afraid custom is stronger than grammar, 

S. You have laid your hand on a book beside you 
there again and again, my lord. Have you a special 
interest in it? 

T. Ihave. Mr. LAURENCE HousMAN’s “ The Little 
Land” (GRANT RICHARDS), although again I find in 
it that Neo-Catholicism which I think so retrograde, 
is the freshest volume of poetry I have read for a 
long time. Listen. ‘“ The Elfin Bride”: 


Across the land, along the waste 
That lies before the town, 
A long procession, laggard-paced, 
Of woods come marching down. 
“A far way off we see she comes!” the happy people cried ; 
And up within the steeple, how the bells rang for the Bride ! 


“She’s clothed in white, she wears a ring; 
And oh, she shines like gold! 
So red and gold and white a thing 
Did any before behold?” 
To kiss her feet the flood grew still and every gate flew wide, 
And all the bells ran ringing dowa the hill to meet the Bride! 





Amid the scarlet of her lips 
The laughter buds and brims; 
And up the hill, as up she trips, 
The royal river swims. 
Her hair’s a golden lattice blown out at either side, 
And back the bells come ringing up the hill to bring the 
Bride ! 


The King within his palace 
comet up from off his throne, 
And her lips wera like a chalice 
When he set them to his own. 
= -_ you, my Love beloved,” he cried, but at the word grew 
umb. 
“Have come, Beloved!” the bells replied; “Have come, have 
come, have come!” 


She turned about, she beckoned back 
The wild-woods with her eyes ; 
The trees stood still upon the track, 
The river ceased to rise. 
“Go rd she said, “dear kinsmen, and range away at 
will!” 
some” - nanan and wild-wood went thundering down the 
ill. 


Up over roof and rafter 
She heard the iron birds 
Tongue out, and fell from laughter 
To little lisping words: 
: “ Nd Love, Beloved,” she cried, and then joy held her 
umb, 
“ Have come, Beloved!” the bells replied; “‘Have come, have 
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come, have come! 


S. But what is the meaning of it, my lord? 

T. I trust it has none. It is all meaning. For 
this is an intelligent poet. Intelligence is the rarest 
of all poetic gifts. The poet is, as a rule, a chunk of 
chaos flung at the head of the world. When such a 
mass of primitive passion and stupidity is smashed 
and pulverised into intelligence you have a great. 
poet. Poets of a more fragile order are born intelli- 
gent. I think Mr. Housman is of the latter brand. 
The sweetness and cheerfulness of almost all he 
writes testify loyalty to knowledge. His despair 
itself is cheerful, the swan-song of a heart that loves 
and understands :-— 


Thou the arrow, 
Fate the cord, 
Captives both 

And neither lord; 
Here not loath 

I room afford ;— 

In my breast 

The barb can rest, 
Where both board 
And bed are narrow. 


In “ Advocatus Diaboli,” a poem of somewhat the 
same inspiration as Blake’s “ Everlasting Gospel,” 
Mr. Housman reveals his understanding of the 
world :— 

The secret is, as I suspect, 

Life’s to attain or to reject. 

I taste, and say, upon the whole 

I do not wish to have a soul. 

You do not taste: yet take for text, 

“To be continued in our next.” 


It is fine, it is subtle, the Devil’s perception of the 
meaning of Heaven to most people. 

S. I shall read Mr. Housman’s book. I see you 
have others there. 

T. Yes. Mr. Green's “Jennifred and Other 
Verses” (STOCK); MR. GEORGE WASHINGTON Moon's 
“Elijah” and “ Poems of Love and Home” (LonG- 
MANS, GREEN & Co.); and “ The Scent of the Rose” 
(Gay & BirpD) by Y Ruosyn Dv, are meritorious 
productions: Mr. Goopy's “Esther: A Drama in 
Verse” (SIMPKIN, MARSHALL & Co.), and “Odd 
Rhymes,” anonymous (IDEAL PUBLISHING UNION), 
not so meritorious. 

S. You seem to object to the past, my lord. How 
are we to get on without the past? 

T. We cannot get on without the past. But we 
must read the present into it ; it becomes vital then. 

S. And your objection to what you call Neo- 
Catholicism? Surely you must be glad of the 
spiritual tendency it indicates. 
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T. I am indifferent whether you call the universe 
matter or spirit. But of one thing I am certain: 
that the world will degenerate until men recognise 
that the body is the soul.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR. 





SOME TRANSVAAL MATTERS. 


Srr,—The remarks which appeared in your issue of May 13th 
show to so great an extent a just appreciation of the situation 
in the South African Republic that it may seem almost 
ungracious on the part of anyone who welcomes the spirit of 
truth and justice there shown to comment upon those points 
in your remarks with respect to which a difference of opinion 
seems fairly admissible. With regard, however, to your reference 
to the right of public meeting in the Republic, I shall be pleased 
if you will allow me to make the following remarks. That is a 
matter which looms more largely in public view in England 
than the circumstances of the case really warrant. True enough, 
such meetings cannot be held in the open air without the sanction 
of the authorities—a sanction which is not likely to be readily 
granted in times of popular excitement, or when the evident 
object of such a meeting is to bring about a disturbance. But 
to those who are directly and intimately acquainted with the 
state of affairs in the Republic the existing provisions of the law 
relative to public meetings seem neither oppressive nor un- 
desirable. The parable of the crickets who made a great noise 
on the grassy plain where the well-fed beeves were chewing the 
cud of contentment is not without its application in that country. 
But oceasions may arise when it may no longer be possible to 
restrain those of the alien population who are opposed to the 
agitation set on foot by the capitalist organs and their adherents, 
and when serious collisions might take place. The blame of 
such occurrences would, as usual, be placed upon the Govern- 
ment of the country, and, as usual again, every form of 
mendacious and malicious invention in connection with such 
affrays would be cabled to England, to be there duly accepted 
as truthful narratives of events by the unfortunately so gullible 
British public. You may be aware that such a collision actually 
did take place some months back at a public meeting held in the 
Amphitheatre at Johannesburg, and you may have noticed that 
in the petition lately sent to her Majesty the Queen, and 
purporting to be signed by over 21,000 British subjects in the 
Transvaal, the monstrous falsehood is set forth that the dis- 
turbance had been organised by officials of the Government of 
the Republic (“ Boer officials” they are insultingly called). 
The right of holding public meetings that are likely to lead to 
serious disturbances is the less necessary whilst there exists in 
the Transvaal a newspaper press the licence of which is perhaps 
less restrained than that of any other part of the world. 

As regards the municipal affairs of Johannesburg (of which 
one has lately heard a good deal), the matter seems to stand 
thus. There are two main forms of municipal government: 
one, which may be called the Continental system, in which the 
mayor or similar functionary is appointed by the State, receives 
a fixed salary, devotes all his time and energies to the wants and 
interests of the town over which he is placed, and is assisted by 
a body of men elected by the townspeople; the other, which 
may be called the English system, where the mayor is elected by 
and out of the body of councillors. That the former is not 
without its advantages seems to appear from the fact that lately 
in the capital of the neighbouring State there was a movement 
in favour of superseding the existing English system (copied 
from the Cape Colony) by it. Under ordinary circumstances 
there might be no objection to establishing the English system 
at Johannesburg, were it not that thus an imperium in imperio 
would virtually be created. For the English people there have 
been encouraged to look upon Mr. Chamberlain as an authority 
superior to the lawful Government of the country, in spite of 
Lord Derby’s distinct pledges given to the Transvaal repre- 
sentatives in 1884 that the British Government would not 
interfere in the internal affairs of the country; moreover, the 
scandalously seditious press at Johannesburg would constantly 
be endeavouring to create friction and trouble between the local 
body and the Government of the country, for they will not cease 
their endeavours to overthrow that Government until it lies 
helpless at the feet of the capitalists, who, uvfortunately, besides 
having secured a section of the newspaper press not only in 
England, but also in France and Germany, have the moral 
support of the British public and the political support of the 
English Government. 

Not to take up too much of your space, I shall only add that 
your opinion as regards President Kruger is no doubt the 
popular and traditional one in England. If one regards the 
great extension of railways of late years in the Transvaal (for 
one thing), one has reason to hold that progress is not 
aonknown in that country.—Your obedient servant,

A LITERARY CAUSERIE. 





MATTHEW ARNOLD. 


Whoever comes to the “ Essay on Milton ” (that is, Macau- 
lay’s) with the desire to get at the real truth about Milton, 
whether as a man or a poet, will feel that the essay in nowise 
helps him. A reader who only wants rhetoric, a reader who 
wants a panegyric on Milton, a panegyric on the Puritans, will 
find what he wants. A reader who wants criticism will be dis- 
appointed. 


N the preface to his little book on Matthew 
Arnold, which leads off Messrs. Blackwood’s new 
series of “Modern English Writers,” Professor 
Saintsbury quotes this opinion of Arnold’s to sup- 
port or excuse his own methods. He fears that to 
some his handling of Arnold may seem too exclus- 
ively critical ; but, says he, “I have endeavoured in 
dealing with the master of all English critics in the 
latter half of the nineteenth century, to ‘help the 
reader who wants criticism.’ ” 


But criticism, after all, has many different shapes ; 
and my own objection to Mr. Saintsbury’s method 
(to utter promptly) would be, not that he gives us 
too much criticism, but that he casts it into a 
curious and perhaps not the most helpful form. I 
call it curious because, though what we call a 
“review” is the most ordinary of all forms of 
criticism, to extend the reviewer's method over 230 
pages and exhaust the writings of a dead author 
by discussing them one after another, is an experi- 
ment for which I can remember at this moment 
scarcely one real precedent. And Mr. Saintsbury 
goes even further. He casts the main part of his 
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narrative of Arnold’s career into the form of a 
“review,” with extracts and running commentary, 
of the two volumes of Arnold’s “ Letters” recently 
edited by Mr. G. W. E. Russell. 


The result is uncommonly interesting for all who 
take a technical interest in criticism. But I imagine 
that these are not the readers to whom Messrs. Black- 
wood wish their series of “‘ Modern English Writers” 
to appeal. To put the thing somewhat brutally, 
men who take a technical interest in criticism do 
not buy books of this kind, but acquire them in 
“presentation copies” for review. If I may guess 
the publishers’ purpose, they wish to follow in this 
series (with modifications) the line already set by 
the capital little “ Ancient Classics,” “ Philosophical 
Classics,” “ for English Readers.” The name of “ Uni- 
versity Extension” has been with us for some time, 
the thing has been with us for some time longer. It 
is an odious thing if we make the worst of it, a 
pretty good thing if we make the best of it. This 
series I take to be an effort to make the best of it. 


There must be an enormous number of persons 
but moderately acquainted with Arnold, anxious to 
make his acquaintance, capable of getting much 
good from his acquaintance, yet needing the help of 
a skilled and really learned critic to “ place” Arnold 
for them, and summarise him, and point out both 
where he stands among his contemporaries and where 
in relation to his predecessors and successors. Now, 
in justice to Mr. Saintsbury it must be owned that 
he does this office for Arnold as a critic, and on the 
whole with great skill and success. But the Arnold 
who was a poet—and this happens to be the Arnold 
Mr. Saintsbury chiefly admires—no more finds his 
place and summary in these pages than we should 
expect him to in an old review written within a few 
weeks after the appearance of any one of his works. 
To be sure Mr. Saintsbury tells us once or twice that he 
is dead: and it would be too much to say that this 
book leaves an impression of him as being still alive. 
Still, the air throughout is that of contemporary 
judgment; the tone controversial rather than judicial. 
Questions which we had believed to be settled and 
done with, and laid to rest, are either revived or 
settled anew in a militant manner too apt to suggest 
to the reader that if this style of thing be really 
necessary at this date, then the writing of this book 
had more wisely been postponed for a few years. 


Though Arnold died but twelve years ago, I 
should have thought it by no means hard to treat 
him judicially. Indeed it would be hard to find 
another Victorian writer who has so easily and 
surely found his place by the consent of this genera- 
tion. I look down the list of Messrs. Blackwood’s 
“Modern English Writers” and can find none. 
George Eliot and Browning are both “under the 
weather” just now. They will emerge, of course; 
but the next generation will have to find places for 
them, and it is pretty safe to prophesy that they 
will not be the places assigned by us or by their 
contemporaries. Dickens and Thackeray will come 
to their own, but their own will hardly be what we 
or our fathers supposed. Froude’s fate lies on the 
knees of the gods. Lovers of Stevenson (among 
whom I dare to count myself) cannot but admit the 
chances of a strong reaction. And when I hear 
Tennyson acclaimed as a “ thinker,” I cannot believe 
the seat for that great poet has yet been found; 
even as I refuse to believe that posterity will hold 
out an impartial lap for the gold of “St. Agnes’ Eve,” 
“The Revenge,” and “ Rizpah,” and the dross of 
“The May Queen,” “ Airy Fairy Liliav,” “The Charge 
of the Light Brigade,” and some of the Idylls. 


But Arnold the poet has since his recognition, 
held his place quietly as (so far as anyone can see) 
securely. He may, and I hope he will, become more 
necessary to men: but if he is to suffer any severe 
fall in reputation the omens have not yet put in an 
appearance. As a literary figure and as an influence 
in his day he seems to most of us curiously complete 





and distinct. May I say without impudence that 
to me his excursions in Biblical criticism, his wander- 
ings “in the wilderness,” seem as deplorable as they 
do to Mr. Saintsbury, though possibly for a different 
reason? It passes my comprehension how people 
can get up enthusiasm over a negative. I can 
admire and feel for a man who goes to the stake 
for the faith which is in him: but if a man finds 
that his faith, or some part of it, won't work, I 
don’t understand his walking so far as to the next 
street to announce the failure. Mr. Saintsbury has, 
I dare say, a better reason for his deprecation: but I 
doubt if he quite realises that Arnold’s truancy in 
the wilderness has already passed far deeper into 
oblivion than even his consciously ephemeral jesting 
in “Friendship’s Garland.” The “Garland” still 
counts in any portrait of Arnold: it has been repub- 
lished quite recently. But few of us, surely, at this 
time of day trouble to confuse our sense of indebted- 
ness by recollections of “God and the Bible” or 
“Last Essays on Church and Religion.” 


In short, I submit that a short time has done a 
great service in clearing Arnold’s fame of ex- 
crescences, and that we can already study him as a 
figure standing apart from us in an atmosphere of 
his own. Now it is just this atmosphere which Mr. 
Saintsbury seems to me to miss, and missing it, he 
loses a deal of helpfulness. For instance, it is utterly 
inadequate to dismiss Arnold’s father as “surviving 
in the general memory chiefly by virtue of his 
headmastership, which was really a remarkable one, 
whatever distinction it may owe to the loyalty of 
such a group of pupils as his son, Dean Stanley, 
Clougb, ‘Tom Brown’ Hughes, and others.” It is 
possible to hold that Dr. Arnold was a vastly over- 
rated person—it may even be easy—and for one 
who holds this view the temptation to take a slap 
at that much-praised pedagogue must be consider- 
able. At the same time, if you wish to understand 
Matthew Arnold and to write about him with any 
sympathy, it is folly to leave his father out, or to 
dismiss him in a few contemptuous lines. He and 
the Rugby ethos are—whether you happen to like 
them or not—essential to your subject: they are at 
any rate a part of your atmosphere: you can as well 
afford to leave them out as to write a life of Milton 
omitting all but a casual and unsympathetic allusion 
to Puritanism. I take it that Mr. Saintsbury must 
have suppressed deliberately, and because he dis- 
liked it, all this business of the Rugby ethos and 
the influences which shaped Arnold at school and 
college, and from which he never freed himself. 
I can only say that it was very bold of Mr. 
Saintsbury, and that it makes his Matthew Arnold 
an unintelligible person who wrote poetry and 
prose of a certain kind for no discoverable reason. 
Clough, for example, is barely mentioned. It is 
possible, I dare say, to dislike Clough. But how, if 
your dislike lead you so far as to ignore Clough’s 
existence, are you to help prospective readers of 
Arnold to understand “The Scholar-Gipsy”? Will 
they be helped to understand it by talk of this 
kind ?— 


I have read—and that not once only, nor only in the works 
of unlettered and negligeable persons—expressions of irritation 
at the local Oxonian colour. This is surely amazing. One may 
not be an Athenian, and never have been at Athens, yet be able 
to enjoy the local colour of the Phaedrus. . . . The objection is 
so apt to suggest a suspicion, as illiberal almost as itself, that 
one had better not dwell on it. 


Or can you hope to paint an intelligible portrait by 
omitting almost all references to the influences which 
shaped the man and drawing upon his familiar 
letters for unimportant details of this kind? 


In December (1870) he had an amusing and (as it ended 
well) not unsatisfactory experience of the ways of Income Tax 
Commissioners. . . . He is interested (1871) about Deutsch 
(the comet of a season for his famous Talmud articles), receives 
the Commandership of the Crown of Italy for his services to 
Prince Thomas, and is proposed for the Middlesex magistracy, 
but (to one’s sorrow) declines. There is fishing at Chenies 
(vide an admirable essay of Mr. Froude’s) in the early summer, 
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a visit to Switzerland in the later, and in September “the pigs 
are grown very large and handsome, and experts advise their 
conversion into bacon.” But Mrs. Arnold “does not like the 
idea.” Indeed, this is the drawback of pig-keeping, which is 
otherwise a most fascinating pastime; but you can escape it, 
and unite pleasure with profit, by merely breeding the pigs and 
selling the litters young. 


The advice sounds plausible. What I am disposed 
to question, in a monograph on Matthew Arnold, is 
its pertinence. AT.QC.

JOWETT’S LETTERS. 

LETTERS OF BENJAMIN JOweETT, M.A., Master of Balliol 
College, Oxford. Arranged and edited by Evelyn Abbott, 
M.A., LL.D., and Lewis Campbell, M.A.. LL.D. With 
Portrait. London: John Murray. 

E are not sure that the literary executors of the 

late Master of Balliol are not overdoing their 

task. It is more possible to be unjust to the dead by 
publishing too many of his posthumous papers than 
by publishing too few. The Master was indeed 
intrinsically a most interesting personality, but 
much of the interest was due to the creative imag- 
ination. And this is a faculty that can do its work 
all the better that it is not too exhaustively en- 
lightened. Not that there were in Jowett’s mind or 
character dark places which were better left in the 
shade than placed in the sunshine. He did not wear 
his heart upon his sleeve, and he knew how to play 
the Delphic oracle; but there are few men whose 
character could better bear the light or be so certain 
to grow more attractive with increase of knowledge. 
There were men who were just near enough to see 
his foibles, and who saw little else; there were men 
who were nearer to him and felt the masterliness of 
his governing hand; but only those who were nearest 
to him knew how gentle, kindly, and faithful he 
was as man and as friend. 

The correspondence, if it has done nothing else, 
has made an end of the prejudice which loved to 
belittle Jowett because of his strong hand, his 
success in Balliol, in Academic Oxford, and in high 
society; for it shows his intrinsic qualities, his 
honour, and his honesty. It also shows with 
what a watchful eye he followed the work of 
his pupils and the lives of his friends, and 
with what a faithful tongue or pen he reproved, 
admonished, and counselled. To those who had 
been pupils he naver ceased to be the tutor, even 
when he became most intimately the friend and 
adviser. Nor was his regard simply towards men 
in high positions ; the solicitude he showed to those 
who had nothing but ability and character to recom- 
mend them is one of the best and finest traits in his 
character. And the strength and honesty of his 
convictions appear in the correspondence as the 
conditions of his life seldom allowed them to appear. 
There were certain things he most profoundly 
believed, and these were the best things—things 
that make for peace, that belong to charity, that 
create the nobler and the richer mind. He had 
indeed great aversions, as to the tendencies that 
divert men from the ethical and the inward side 
of religion, and from the higher and more refining 
side of academic life. And it is refreshing to see 
how his love for goodness found expression in 
quarters where it was most needed, and where so 
faithful a voice must seldom have been heard. All 
the same, we feel that to publish too many of his 
fugitive letters, his occasional notes and sayings, 
his disjointed memoranda, may do him a permanent 
injustice, and may represent him to posterity with 
occasional features of his character over-emphasised 
while the more notable are obscured. 

The letters of least interest are the political, 
whether concerned with Europe, with England, or 
with India. They are frequently defective in sym- 





. pathy, therefore in insight ; or marked by acerbity of 





reference to persons he imperfectly understood, and 
@ pessimism that had an academic rather than a 
constitutional or national justification. 

Those of most interest are the letters to personal 
friends or those which concern the Church and the 
University, or rather, education as a whole. Possibly 
the most vivid and, on the whole, interesting thing 
in the book is the extract from Jowett’s evidence 
before the Committee of the House of Lords, which 
in 1870 took evidence upon the question of University 
Tests. He was in favour of their entire abolition, 
and the way in which he put his case showed not 
only dialectical skill but genuine statesmanship. 
The Chairman of the Committee was the present 
Prime Minister, and nowhere does it more plainly 
appear what an impractical theorist a practical 
statesman may become when he deals with such 
subjects as University Tests. Jowett knew too well 
what could be done with them and what had been 
done by them, and he had greater faith in the 
wisdom of the men appointing and in the conscience 
and honesty of the men appointed than the states- 
man had. He knew how impossible it would have 
been to have secured competence or honesty in 
science by requiring subscription to some current or 
conventional theory; how freedom in criticism and 
in literature had been the very life of humanism ; 
and he saw that the attempt to keep theology under 
tests while every other domain of human knowledge 
had been freed from them, was only to prolong the 
reign of exclusion and suspicion and all the meaner 
bitternesses that belong to the sectarian spirit. The 
true safeguards of a Chair do not lie in the tests that 
stand sentry in the way that admits to it, but 
in the man who fills it and in the public and 
academic opinion which daily judges his perform- 
ance. But even more characteristic than his 
evidence on this point is his action relative to 
the work of the University in training for the 
Civil Service. Here, indeed, we see the heavy 
obligations under which he has placed both the 
State and the University. His arguments against 
the system of cram were invincible. He argued 
that the age of candidates needed to be raised; 
he stated truly enough that there was no time 
of life in which two or three years make such a 
difference as between the ages of eighteen and 
twenty-four. He held that the extreme youth of 
some of the candidates and the youthfulness of all 
of them was a serious blot on the system, which 
sent out men who were too young and unformed, 
and who were too deficient in moral and intellectual 
strength, and had too little experience of the world, 
to be equal to the duties of the Service. He 
returned to the point again and again, and at length 
prevailed, with the results that India and England 
are only beginning to realise. He succeeded in 
finding for the ablest men in the University what 
was practically a new and fitting career, and in 
procuring on behalf of the State the fittest men 
for its Services. In one aspect, indead, it is already 
affecting the older professions; it is withdrawing 
from the University some of those sons who were 
best qualified to serve her with efficiency as tutors 
and scholars. It has opened a career which may 
well tempt men of high ambition though of humble 
origin to surrender the long waiting and struggle 
for recognition at the bar or in literature at home, 
and to seek the security of assured incomes and the 
prizes of honourable ambition abroad. It has also 
diverted from the Church men who in the older 
state of things would have thought of a career 
within it. But when every subtraction has beer 
made, it will still remain true that no higher service 
has in our generation been performed for the Ser- 
vices at home and abroad than this that was 
achieved by the late Master of Balliol. 

We should also like to notice how kind and 
tender and wise he is in his letters to friends. 
There is a kindly, reticent yet explicit letter at 
the most critical moment in his career, to the late 
Lord Westbury, wherein he says :— 
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No man of ability was ever ruined except through his own 
weakness. A great man ought not to allow his last public 
appearance to be such as casts a slur upon his fame. 


Later he speaks of him to Morier thus :— 

What an extraordinary man he is, gifted with the greatest 
powers of speech I have ever known. He is one of the kindest 
of men and one of the weakest, very sensitive and always 
wanting sympathy. But this the world will never understand, 
nor should I mention it except to a person who understands 
human characters. A weak man of extraordinary abilities is 
always misrepresented, especially if he has, like Lord Westbury, 
uncommon courage and self-reliance. 


Of Conington, into whose work he had been 
looking long after his death, he said : 

He appears to me a much greater scholar than I used to 
think him. But I never liked him, and therefore never saw 


the good side of him. With how many persons has this been 
the case ! 


To the Marquis of Lansdowne he writes :— 

Society in England is a great deal too narrow and exclusive, 
and tends to become more so. To make it wider in a good sense 
requires a great deal of tact and great personal qualities. Yet 
anyone who attempts it and who does not move entirely in the 
old conventional ruts of fashion and of courtiers, or retire into 
a select circle, will be abundantly rewarded in the variety of his 
intellectual interests and his real sympathy with many different 
persons and classes. 


He proposed that the present Kaiser and his 
tutor should come to Oxford for a time, and that 
he should stay in his house: 


I could teach him some things, such as political economy, 
and talk to him about others. The young prince might come 
sans cérémonie for a short visit and see how it suited. ... 


There might have been some amusing scenes if 
this had been realised, and possibly both men—the 
English as well as the German ruler—might have 
been all the better for them. 

Certain of the notes and sayings are exceedingly 
suggestive, as when he says: 


A man should make a compact with his memory, not to 
remember everything ; 


and on “love”: 


Young men make great mistakes in life ; for one thing, they 
idealise love too much. 


On “ enthusiasm” we find : 

Jowett was sometimes thought to have little sympathy with 
enthusiasm. Yet when he was told the story of Geronimo, the 
Genoese missionary, who, having heard that the aborigines of 
Australia were the lowest type of savages, went out voluntarily 
and laboured among them for twenty years “without making a 


convert or an approach to one,” he said, “I should like to have 
been that man. 


With these sayings we would take leave of this 
book, thankfully recalling and defining, by its help, 
the image of a man whose like we shall not soon 
see again. 


QUEEN CHARLOTTE. 


THe Goop QueEN CHartorTe. By Percy Fitzgerald. 
London: Downey & Son. 


THE Queen of George III. died in 1818. The book- 
makers of the period within a year produced two 
biographies of her late Majesty. Neither the one by 
W. C. Houlton nor the other by T. Williams (such 
were the authors’ names) contains anything remark- 
able: small praise to Mr. Percy Fitzgerald that he 
has bettered both! Even in bookmaking our time 
shows an advance, and numerous lively memoirs, 
then as yet unwritten, or at any rate unpublished, as 
Walpole’s “ Letters,” Miss Burney’s “ Memoirs,” Mrs. 
Delany’s “ Autobiography,” were at his service. 
Again, he is past master in the mystery of book- 
making, but with it all his work is ill done; it is written 
in slipshod fashion, clumsy phrases like “and which” 
are frequent, the same statement is repeated within 
@ page or two, as the information (not rich or rare) 
that Old Kew Palace is now thrown open to the 
public on page 251 and again on page 253. He is not 
consistent : the picture of the Queen by Gainsborough 
is described as a “flamboyant full length” (p. 20), 








and again as “ Gainsborough’s fine portrait of her” 
(p. 201). Now for substance. Has Queen Charlotte 
any special claim to the title “Good”? She was 
honest and well-meaning, and the only fault that 
scandal justly laid to her charge was penurious- 
ness, the cause whereof was, no doubt, her early 
training in a narrow German Court; also that 
was a failing near to virtue, when compared with 
the lavish extravagance of many of her family, 
But to win the title “Good” your royalty must 
be something more, and poor Queen Charlotte lacked 
positive merits; though stubborn upon occasions 
she had no real strength of character, and exercised 
no influence upon English history. The one achieve- 
ment of her life was early. She was born in 1744, 
daughter of the Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz. 
Her country was overrun savagely by Frederick the 
Great; the young princess wrote to the conqueror a 
letter of remonstrance which, if it had little effect on 
that iron soul, at least made a considerable sensation, 
and (it is surmised) drew upon her the attention of 
the British Court, then weighing the merits of various 
German princesses with a view to mating George 
Ill. Everything went smoothly, and on the 8th of 
September, 1761, the princess, then only sixteen, 
became Queen of England. The royal pair were 
crowned on the 22nd, but Mr. Fitzgerald forgets to 
tell how the great diamond fell from the crown—ill- 
omened sign. 

In the course of her long life she had fifteen 
children, but then, as we know, the children of 
George III. were remarkable chiefly for their follies, 
and the best of them lived in decent obscurity. 
Thus the chronicles of the Queen’s earlier wedded 
years are but small beer. Amusing incidents occa- 
sionally relieve Mr. Fitzgerald’s pages, as when some 
mad or half-mad person forced his way into the 
royal presence to propose marriage to herself or her 
daughters. On the other hand, there is much 
squabbling among the German servants and numer- 
ous petty intrigues which make dull and far from 
edifying reading. 

The great tragedy of George III.’s life was the 
constant recurrence of fits of madness, which at 
last rendered him totally incapable and made the 
final years of his reign merely nominal. In 
1788 the King was struck with the first severe 
attack; a Regency Bill seemed necessary, and the 
Prince of Wales and his party attempted to obtain 
charge of the King and Government, whilst the 
Queen and her party strove for the mastery, and, 
aided by Pitt, succeeded, though the recovery 
of the King put an end for the moment to the 
various intrigues. The Duke of York, the Queen’s 
second son, supported his brother the Prince of 
Wales. Colonel Lennox, afterwards Duke of Rich- 
mond, was an extreme partisan of the Queen’s 
party, and after an embittered quarrel he chal- 
lenged the Duke of York, who accepted, ’spite his 
royal rank. “The colonel’s pistol ball actually 
passed through the duke’s curl,” the prince fired in 
the air, and then coolly told his opponent that 
if he desired another shot he was welcome to it. 
Lennox dared not accept the offer, though he had 
meant mischief, since a travelling carriage and 
four stood near to convey him away had he pinked 
his man. The oddest thing about this strange 
business was the Queen’s conduct. She took no 
notice of her son’s peril, did not in any way refer 
to his escape, but showed the most remarkable 
favour to Lennox. In after years, when the Prince 
of Wales ruled as Regent, she submitted to the 
inevitable with sufficiently good grace. 

Some incidental opinions of Queen Charlotte are 
at least amusing. In sending a copy of Dr. Beattie’s 
book on the Immortality of the Soul she accom- 
panies it with what Mr. Fitzgerald strangely calls 
a sensible letter; she says the work appears “ to be 
against Mr. Hume’s, Voltaire’s, and Rousseau’s prin- 
ciples,” and frankly confesses “Iam not in the least 
acquainted with the writings of those unhappy 
men,” which does not prevent her from condemning

them! And so the trivial record goes on till the 
end in 1818. Her husband was past all knowledge 
or care for such things, though he survived her for 
two years, and her sons, one can well believe, were 
afflicted with but moderate grief. She was buried 
by torchlight on the evening of December 2nd, in 
St. George’s, Windsor. Poor Queen! Surely content 
at this end to her many troubles and anxieties! 





PEKING TO PETERSBURG. 


From PExine TO PETERSBURG. By Arnot Reid. With 
Frontispiece and Map. London: Edward Arnold. 


READERS will find in this book a smart journalistic 
report of its author's recent travel through a land no 
longer offering any terra incognita for exploration. 
To those, however, not conversant with the geo- 
graphy of the region, the book opens interesting 
glimpses of a beat as yet unhackneyed by Cook, 
and, written in a chatty touch-and-go style, will 
agreeably and not unprofitably entertain a leisure 
hour. Some observations, based also on the author’s 
larger experience of the Far East, are not without 
their bearing on the pending political problem of 
China. <A Peking-Kalgan railway ought, in his 
opinion, to pay. During the five days’ journey 
between these towns, his caravan daily passed at 
least 1,000 loaded mules and donkeys, carrying tea, 
silk, and manufactured goods, furs, hides, wool, 
hemp, ete. The telegraph line already runs inland 
to Kalgan, and is in progress of extension to Urga 
and thence to Kiakhta. Broadly planned, the 
neglected road dwindles often down to a narrow 
path. Long droves of pack-mules encountering 
other droves, wheeled carts, etc, a block is of 
frequent occurrence. Yet in the author’s experi- 
ence no block provoked any outburst of temper, 
but only interchange of good-natured jests till 
the obstruction was cleared. The structure of the 
inns is simple to a degree—walls, roofs, stables, 
and mangers all of beaten mud. The window- 
lattices, however, are of wood and, in part, papered ; 
if you want more fresh air you poke holes in the 
paper with your stick. On eighteenpence a week 
for a man with wife and family the people of 
North China grow up a stalwart, vigorous, and 
frugal race. While at night the author was doing 
his journey notes, a crowd would gather round 
and watch the strange characters, but refrain from 
talking or making any disturbance; the note-book 
closed, the repressed talk would burst forth anew. 
To the author the Chinaman seems the most 
tolerant of men, free from all religious fanati- 
cism and ready to trade with any and everyone. 
Chinese exclusiveness he holds to be “a myth 
founded on selfish Manchu policy.” He admires 
the good-natured endurance of the Chinese, their 
frugality, mercantile skill, and financial honesty. 
He knows no Asiatic race so straight. In proof 
of their administrative capacity, he points to the 
Straits and Malaya, where the Chinese collect 
the whole revenue on opium and alcohol and 
control the working of pepper and gambier. In 
the way of fighting, if the fellah can be drilled 
to face Dervish onslaughts, the Chinaman, “ twenty 
times the man the fellah ever was,” might be 
trained to face any risks of war. A chapter on 
missionary work in China regretfully sums up the 
result as “complete and total failure,” holding out 
no hope of the Christianisation of that land. The 
eighteen days’ journey through Mongolia is sum- 
marily entered as “ yielding the pleasures of travel 
in the very highest degree.” At Lake Baikal the 
travellers encountered the advanced section of the 
Trans-Siberian Railway, destined to so much ex- 
pedite the Europeanisation of Asia. In September, 
1898, its terminus was at Irkutsk, four thousand miles 
from St. Petersburg. With the resistlessness of fate, 
unhasting, unresting, Russia is pressing straight 
towards its goal in South Asia; diplomacy is idle to 
stay her march, Her railway work Russia is doing 





solidly, not tied down to commercial considerations. 
Newcastle-on-Tyne was hard at work on Lake 
Baikal. A remarkably optimistic account is given 
of Siberia climatically, economically, socially, 
morally. The three last chapters deal respectively 
with “ Russia’s Strength,” “The Pressure on China,” 
and “ What Should Britain do?” 





THE STREAM OF TIME. 


EvROPEAN History: AN OUTLINE OF ITS DEVELOPMENT. 
By G. B. Adams. New York: The Macmillan Co. 


PROFESSOR ADAMS’s book puts the whole of the 
history of civilised man into a single volume of 
moderate compass. The work has been well planned 
and successfully carried out. It is plainly the result 
of wide experience as a teacher, and all the details 
are admirably practical. Minute as is the scale of 
the work, great pains have been taken to make the 
prominent events stand out clearly, and the young 
student who uses the book will be in no danger of 
not being able to see the wood for the trees. The 
good sense and judgment of the writer are as con- 
spicuous as his fairness and clearness, and the same 
scale of treatment has been carefully followed, 
though, as is natural, towards the end a little more 
detail has been permitted in the narration of events. 
The writer's accuracy will very seldom be found 
wanting. We have noticed hardly any slips more 
important than a few misspellings in the minute 
type of the map, and on one page the attribution to 
“Gardiner” instead of “Gairdner” of the best 
edition of the Paston Letters. A very praiseworthy 
feature is the number of marginal references to 
fuller sources of information. These have been 
almost invariably well chosen, and so far as we have 
noticed the only book that distinctly ought not to 
have been referred to as an authority is Mr. Church’s 
“Early Britain,’ which few students will ever consult 
with advantage. We approve also the references to 
historical novels as a way of quickening the reader's 
interest. These references are supplemented by 
carefully chosen and extremely practical biblio- 
graphies, which will tell the student just what he 
wants to know. Our only real complaint is that 
some of the numerous illustrations seem extra- 
ordinarily out of relation to the part of the text in 
which they are set. What light, for example, 
can Milan Cathedral throw on the “reforms of 
Cluny,” which had exhausted themselves hundreds 
of years before it was built? Or what bearing has 
the Great Seal of England, as used in 1651, upon the 
House of Lancaster and Henry V.’s wars in France ? 
There is, we fear, a prejudice in this country against 
teaching “universal history,” as likely to lead to 
unreality and pretentiousness. Of course, any 
study involving a wide sweep has dangers of its 
own, but we think the value of such a study by far 
outbalances its disadvantages. The average edu- 
cated man does not want to know so much the 
details of history as to have a general understanding 
of its main drift and tendencies. Professor Adams’s 
little book will enable him to take in the general 
course of history in a clear and accurate way. In 
America they think more wisely in this matter than 
we do, and we are glad to welcome from America so 
useful and unpretentious a book. Nothing struck 
us more favourably in reading it than what we may 
call the Anglo-Saxon patriotism of the writer, and 
his hearty interest and sympathy in the expansion 
of our race over the world, whether the extension 
be carried out under the British or under the 
American flag. 





THE ANTILLES. 


Tue West Inpres. By Amos Kidder Fiske. New York and 
London: G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 


Wiruin the last few months Mr. Arnold Kennedy 


has provided the public with an admirable primer 
of West Indian history, “The Story of the West 
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Indies.” Mr. Robert T. Hill’s great book, ‘‘Cuba 
and Porto Rico, with the otber Islands of the West 
Indies,” was published in November. There re- 
mained unsatisfied a demand for some book about 
the West Indies which should be fuller and more 
geographical than the former, yet less exhaustively 
descriptive (and therefore less expensive) than the 
latter. This demand has now been met by the 
publication of Mr. Amos Fiske’s useful compilation, 
a volume of over four hundred pages, which contains 
a history of the islands of the West Indian archi- 
pelago, and also includes a readable account of their 
physical characteristics, natural resources, and pre- 
sent condition. Mr. Fiske’s style is always lucid, 
and often admirable; he brings down the history 
of the West Indies almost to the present hour; his 
maps are clear, and his illustrations are passable. 
Wherefore his book deserves to be bought by English 
pubiic libraries. 

Any description of the West Indies at large 
may be roughly tested by examining the answers 
which it furnishes to the following questions: 
Does the author appreciate the attractiveness of 
Martinique? Does he think that sombre colours 
should be used in painting the social and political 
condition of Hayti? Mr. Fiske’s book bears the 
test triumphantly. The awkward truth about 
Hayti is stated with due moderation on pages 
247-8. When it comes to a question of judging 
Martinique, Mr. Fiske’s usually sober prose yields 
to an almost lyrical inspiration. ‘ Perhaps the most 
interesting island in the most attractive archipelago 
of all this world is that in which the French ardour 
of soul is commingled in the highest degree with the 
native blood of the tropics.” This chapter upon 
Martinique is illustrated with two plates, one of 
which is a good reproduction of a recent photograph 
of that statue of the Empress Josephine which all 
visitors to Fort-de-France must remember. Josephine 
was bora at Trois Islets in 1763. 

The historical portions of Mr. Fiske’s book con- 
tain many facts of great interest, which it must have 
given him considerable trouble to collect. He has 
culled some suggestive extracts from out-of-the-way 
sources, and he does not hesitate to tell the truth 
about the early European “settlements” in the 
West Indies. Thus we obtain a quotation from a 
writer who speaks of Port Royal, Jamaica, as having 
been (in the seventeenth century) “a city whose 
most honoured denizens were buccaneers, most wel- 
come visitors slave-traders.” As for the Bahamas, 
Mr. Fiske shrewdly surmises that “the so-called 
settlements were, for the most part, nests of pirates 
and wreckers who lay in wait for Spanish trading 
vessels.” How the author of “Treasure Island” 
would have enjoyed chapter eight of Mr. Fiske’s 
well-printed and well-indexed manual ! 





THE LITERATURE OF IRELAND. 


A LirerARY History or IRELAND: From THE EARLIEST 
TIMES TO THE PresENT Day. By Douglas Hyde, LL.D., 
M.R.I.A. (Au Craoibhin Aoibhinn.) London: T. Fisher 
Unwin. 

It is none too soon that there comes to hand a 

History of Irish Literature from an authoritative 

pen. Into the much-talked-of Irish literary move- 

ment have entered many elements alien alike to the 
tone and to the spirit of the Gael, expressed, as 
only it can be expressed, in his own literature speak- 
ing through his own tongue. The ancient tales of 

Ireland have been clothed in classic dress or tamed 

to modern moralities, and served to us as genuine 

Irish products, redolent of the soil. Oriental mysti- 

cism has been held up as an offspring of the in- 

digenous thought of Ireland; legends foreign-born 
have been adapted and re-set; and the public is 
asked to accept them as faithful representations of 
the poetic thought of Erin. Much of the work of 


these writers is beautiful and exquisitely wrought. 
Standing on its own merits, it is a contribution of 








real worth to Anglo-Irish, or perhaps we should 
more truly. say, to English, literature. It is mis. 
chievous only when it is accepted by the public ag 
truly representative of Gaelic thought and Gaelic 
style. The author who, chancing upon the treasury 
of Irish romance and song, uses it with his eye fixed 
upon the English market, must needs prune down 
its roughnessegs, fill up its gaps, overlook its antique 
barbarities and its persistent paganism, even polish 
into courteous civility its immense uncultured 
passions. It is only when the unlearned reader 
haps upon a fragment of the old stories in their 
primitive and unaltered simplicity that he is startled 
at the space that divides the original from the 
modern setting, and begins to realize how much of 
the virility, the force, the humour, the grotesque- 
ness, of all, indeed, that makes a literature individual 
and national, has gone in the redaction. 

Except for the specialist the correction of these 
inexact ideas was until recently impossible, and the 
specialist was engaged exclusively in the more 
serious work of editing and translating the material 
itself. He was content to write good-naturedly of 
poets and writers who professed to lead a “ Move- 
ment” which derived its impulse from a literature 
the language of which many of them did not 
understand. Nevertheless, the unwearying labours 
of these scholars at home and abroad have resulted 
in the gradual acceptance of the fact that an Irish 
Literature exists, and have even helped to establish 
a belief that this mass of writing, the product of ten 
centuries of a people’s thought, cannot be “altogether 
foolish, or written for any foolish purpose.” Frag- 
ments of history and annalistic matter, hagiology, 
religious dissertation, poetry and romance, have been 
published by private enterprise and by societies at 
home and abroad that are usually short-lived and 
starved for lack of funds. Romance preponderates, 
for the Gael was a born story-teller. In the sgewl 
or romance he found the most natural outlet for 
his gifts of fertile invention, brilliant description, 
and for his power of depicting scenes of humour or 
pathos. What has been chiefly needed hitherto has 
been some help in arranging and classifying the 
material thus brought to light. The task of making 
an initial effort to throw this material into its 
natural sequence of development has fallen to Dr. 
Douglas Hyde, and his volume is a scholarly and 
erudite attempt to supply what has become to all 
students of the subject an imperious necessity. 
Perhaps no other Irish scholar could have done the 
work so well. Toa fluent use of the living tongue 
Dr. Hyde has added a considerable familiarity with 
the older forms of Gaelic and a wide knowledge of 
the literature enshrined in both. His work has 
touched the subject on both the scholastic and the 
practical side. He has laboured to preserve the 
songs and folklore of the Irish peasant, and he has 
laboured still more indefatigably to preserve his 
tongue. To all this the author joins a wide scholar- 
ship which has enabled him to keep well abreast 
of the investigations of Continental Celticists. His 
copious reading is manifest on every page of this 
bulky volume, and his general culture saves him 
from the error of over-enthusiasm which stands like 
a pitfall in the path of the narrow specialist. The 
cool spirit of criticism that pervades the book 
is, indeed, coming from an ardeut patriot like the 
writer, very remarkable. 

The book is somewhat over-weighted with 
matter, not precisely cognate to the subject in 
hand. Excursus into Irish art and architecture, 
into the origin and distribution of the Celtic race, 
and into the missionary enterprise of the seventh 
and eighth centuries, however useful and interesting 
(and there is fascination in every page of this book), 
cannot be looked upon as direct portions of the 
literary history of the country. The lives of St. 
Patrick, St. Columkille, and St. Bridget might with 
advantage be confined to a dissertation on the 
poems and writings attributed to them. It is only 
at this point that they belong to literature. We 
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hope that in any future edition the first 250 pages, 
during the whole of which the author is still dis- 
cussing preliminaries, will be considerably curtailed, 
and a much larger proportionate space given to the 
songs of the people from the Jacobite days onwards. 
The bulk of the book is taken up with a discussion, 
with copious extracts. of the Cuchulain and Ossianic 
Sagas, those mythical or semi-mythical groups of 
tales which loomed so large on the Gaelic imagina- 
tion, and held it in leash through centuries of 
change. Dr. Hyde’s contribution to this part of 
the subject is full and lucid. More interesting yet 
is his discussion of Irish metres, and of the sudden 
change that took place in the seventeenth century 
in the whole system of versification by the adoption 
of vowel in place of consonantal rhyme and of a 
certain number of accents in place of a certain 
number of syllables in each line. These chapters 
deserve the most careful attention from all who are 
interested in verse forms. Dr. Hyde himself and 
other writers have shown how advantageously 
some of these Irish metres can be applied to English 
verse. The author does not press the point, so 
frequently put forward, that Ireland taught the 
Latins how to rhyme, but the arguments and 
citations he lays before the reader will probably 
convince him at least of the extreme probability 
that such was the case. It is a remarkable proof of 
the natural literary capacity of the Irish Gael that 
in spite of the persistent and continuous blows dealt 
ever since the time of the Norman Conquest (a 
period at which English literature had hardly begun 
to exist) both at the literature and language of 
Ireland and at the religion and education of the 
people the power of writing exquisite verse should 
have survived to the present day. Lyrics of extra- 
ordinary beauty, written in a language supposed by 
many to be practically extinct, have been produced 
during the last two centuries by peasants whose 
homes were little better than hovels, yet who retained 
at heart a delicacy and grace of thought that sings 
aloud in the native verse. All who care for the 
continuation of these lyrical gifts among the people 
will echo Dr. Hyde’s appeal for the preservation of 
the Irish tongue. 

We heartily commend the book before us as a 
thoroughly scholarly contribution on an important 
subject; a guide through a perplexing mass of 
literary material which no student can afford to 
be without. 





UNORTHODOX ECONOMICS.

THe THEORY OF THE LEISURE CLass. An Economic

THE “ orthodox school” of economists, like their kins- 
folk the political philosophers of the last century, 
built up their system, as everyone knows, on a few 
simple conceptions of what mankind, starting with- 
out artificial prepossessions, might naturally be 
expected to do. The younger generation have 
modified the results by an extensive study of 
economic history ; but, as Professor Foxwell points 
out in his admirable introduction to the translation 
of Professor Menger’s work before us, they have 
paid little attention to legal conditions and still less 
to juristic ideas. Now, the Socialist or Communist 
theories which are striving for realisation to-day 
are based on such juristic ideas—ideal principles, 
that is to say, which would be the basis of any 
Socialist or Communist system of jurisprudence. It 
is Professor Menger’s task to designate these princi- 
ples, to examine their connection with the Socialist 
systems that have been propounded, and to discuss 





their fitness for their purpose. He finds that there 
are three, or, more strictly, two: the right of the 
labourer to the whole produce of his labour; the 
right of everyone to subsistence, and, as a corollary 
of the latter, the right of everyone who can labour 
to have the opportunity of labouring offered him 
by the State. Now, the two are fundamentally in- 
compatible: the labourer cannot have the whole 
produce of his labour so long as there are non- 
labourers—the child, the sick, the aged—with claims 
to subsistence. Accordingly, the book is a very 
careful historical study of the varying degrees in 
which the two rights have been recognised and 
reconciled by theorists in England, France, and 
Germany, and an examination of the systems of 
distribution required to realise either or both. For 
the details readers must be referred to his pages; 
but it may be noticed that incidentally he vindicates 
the prior claim of English writers, as against French 
or German, as the originators of the chief doctrines 
of modern Socialism. On the whole he concludes 
that the tendency at present is to lay stress on the 
right to subsistence, rather than on the right to the 
whole produce of labour, as the foundation of a 
Socialist system of society; and, looking at the 
organisation and the needs of the modern State, 
it is natural thatit should be so. Professor Foxwell’s 
introduction and bibliographies are also valuable 
contributions to the history of Socialist doctrine ; 
but two points may be noticed. Professor Foxwell 
lays stress on the glaring contrast now visible be- 
tween political equality and economic inequality, 
and thinks the labourer extremely likely to say: 
“One man one vote; why not also one man one 
wage?” But surely the franchise, at least in 
England, has been extended less as a matter of 
popular right than as an improvement in the 
machinery of government; and the political philo- 
sophers of English Liberalism—notably Mill—have 
laid no more stress on natural right in this than in 
other reforms. And the reference in the introduc- 
tion to Professor Menger’s concluding remarks brings 
out curiously the difference between English condi- 
tions and those of central Europe. Professor Menger 
points out with perfect truth that the chief assaults 
of the Socialists of to-day are directed against un- 
earned income, and urges statesmen not to create 
any more or give undue assistance to its mainten- 
ance. An increase of State or municipal debts 
(especially for unproductive purposes) or State aid 
in the redemption of mortgages would do this, and 
in them Professor Menger sees the greatest danger 
to private property to-day. Professor Foxwell 
protests. Surely the municipality may borrow to 
build workmen’s dwellings, for instance? The pro- 
test shows how very much nearer we are to practical 
Socialism than the Conservative State Socialists, and 
the (more or Je3s) teneficant despotisms of Germany 
and Austria. 

Professor Foxwell incidentally refers to the 
difficulty of saying what “the product of a man’s 
labour” really is—a difficulty which suggests inter 
alia the crude division of labour into productive and 
unproductive, which mars a good deal of Socialist 
theory. We had hoped that this had been left 
behind at the first chapter of the most elementary 
manuals of the science, yet when we take up Pro- 
fessor Loria’s book we find it there in its primitive 
crudity. Professor Loria ranks as the most learned 
of Italian economists, and his book certainly does 
contain a marvellous amount of what Comte called 
“ erudition ’—that is to say, of historical knowledge, 
sometimes incorrect and sometimes comically mis- 
placed. A sharp division of society into workers 
and exploiters, the latter of whom have appropriated 
the bulk of the land to secure the dependence of the 
former, and have then invented morality, religion, 
and civil government to keep them in subjection— 
these are commonplaces of the more ignorant among 
demagogues, though we thought that in England the 
most ignorant had got beyond them ; but here they 
are set forth with all the inexact information of the 
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modern sociologist. Professor Loria constructs an 
imaginary scheme of the progress of society, and 
tries to verify it; but, as he assumes that society 
begins with individuals cultivating separate plots of 
land, and will end similarly, his account requires 
even more adaptation to the actual circumstances of 
human history than the Ricardian theory of Rent. 
And his verification swarms with blunders. We do 
not so much mind his quoting Aristotle in Latin; 
but “ A civibus enim deos coli decet’”” does not mean 
that “ the gods could only be worshipped by freemen ” 
(vol. vii. 9). The wealthy Romans of the early 
Christian era are called “ patricians ” (p. 52); Toynbee 
Hall and General Booth’s social schemes are merely 
devices of capitalism (p. 64). “In 1867 England ex- 
tended the right of suffrage to tenants and made them 
independent by instituting the secret ballot” (p. 164). 
A remark of Mr. Bryce’s about State senators in 
a few corrupt State legislatures is applied to the 
United States Senate (p. 145): “Seats in Congress 
and the Senate, as well as the Presidential office, 
are all open to the highest bidder in America” 
(p. 129)—what was McKinley’s bid ? And the position 
that seats in the United States Senate are a 
monopoly of the wealthy is emphasised by refer- 
ence to the existence of a property qualification 
in the State of Delaware! “In Trinidad the 
Indians are ruled by chiefs”—when were there last 
Indians in Trinidad? “The gens society discovered 
by Morgan was ruled over by a military chief, who 
was often a tyrant; but his tyranny was precarious 
and always directed to the common good.” Happy 
“gens society!" But Morgan, loc. cit., says nothing 
of the kind. The surprising thing is that the trans- 
lator, who is a professor in a well-known woman’s 
college (Bryn Mawr, Pennsylvania), apparently 
accepts all these elucidations of things American 
as true. Do not American women know more about 
their own country than that? Prof. Loria’s learn- 
ing is not all as bad as this; and some of his minor 
theories may perhaps suggest new points of view 
to the orthodox. With time and patience, no doubt, 
one might read him, and derive benefit—if only 
from the exercise of trying to verify his references. 
But he seems to have generalised his theory from 
an imperfect consideration of the worst sides of 
Italian life to-day—where no doubt great land- 
lords and capitalists and middle-class town councils 
do exploit the labourer in scandalous fashion—and 
to have substantiated it by miscellaneous reading, 
too hasty for the consideration of dates or contexts. 

Mr. Veblen, whose name and environment intimate 
that he is an American of Norse extraction, is both 
an ancient cynic and a modern sociologist. His book 
is audacious, sometimes offensive, sometimes amus- 
ing, never convincing ; and his theories are generalised 
from the habits of the uninstructed American mil- 
lionaire. Property is generally supposed to be 
desirable as a source either of enjoyment or of 
power. Mr. Veblen holds that it is desired as a 
means of display. Soon after it began to exist 
“a predatory phase of culture” appeared, and it 
was snatched at as a trophy. The successful 
snatchers became the leisure class; they were male, 
and women were among their trophies. So it has 
been all through history. “The possession of wealth 
confers honour; it is an invidious distinction.” And 
the property-owners display their trophy by various 
methods of “ conspicuous waste.” To this most social 
usages are traced, from going to church (especially to 
Ritualist churches) to keeping dogs—the cat being 
less conspicuously wasteful. Woman is a chattel, 
and one method of conspicuous waste is to dress her 
sumptuously — which is an evident generalisation 
from the usages of Chicago. Even learning, and 
especially the Classics—nay, even English spelling, 
which takes so long to learn—are maintained as 
signs that the learners can afford to be wasteful. 
Mr. Veblen’s attitude of detachment from current 
social life is sometimes amusing; and, indeed, we 
are not perfectly sure that he is not chaffing us. 
It may be American humour; if it is not, we prefer 














orthodox economics. Still, Mr. Veblen has managed 
to free the science from the stigma of being dismal, 
At the same time, we prefer that it should be 
approximately true.

A VERY delicate, pleasant little sketch is “‘ Madame 
Izan,” by Mrs. Campbell Praed. It is the story of a 
beautiful English girl, who, having been blind for 
the greater part of her life, has suddenly recovered 
her sight. John Windiatt, who is one of the heroes 
of the book, meets Madame Izin at Hong-Kong, and 
instantly falls in love with her. She, like himself, is 
going to Japan. They make the voyage in company, 
and his passionate devotion to the beauty is increased 
during the journey ; nor does she seem insensible to 
his affection. But she eludes the declaration of love 
that is so constantly trembling on his lips, and, 
amid all her sweetness and simplicity, she maintains 
a reserve about herself that he finds impossible to 
penetrate. Her charm, mental as well as physical, 
and her lover’s masterful impetuosity are skilfully 
delineated by the author. The reader probably 
penetrates the mystery of her position before John 
Windiatt does. Whilst still blind, and at a time 
when she was poor and almost friendless, she had 
been induced to go through a form of marriage with 
a young Japanese student living in London. Of this 
ceremony she had long ago repented; but she had 
given the man who was her husband in name a 
promise that if she should ever recover her sight 
she would go to Japan and give him the oppor- 
tunity of winning her heart if he could. The story 
tells us how this strange arrangement was carried 
out, and what were its consequences. Mrs. Camp- 
bell Praed gives us some delightfully vivid sketches 
of scenes and places in Japan; but her highest skill 
is shown in her picture of the rivalry of the two 
men who love Madame Izan, each in his own way 
—the stalwart, strong-willed Englishman, and 
the refined and learned Japanese. It is really a 
touching book, with a peculiar beauty of its own; 
and the dénouement has the rare merit of being 
unexpected. 

“Fire and Tow” is a love story of distinct 
originality and not inconsiderable merit. It opens 
with the meeting of the predestined couple at a 
London dinner table, and with the impression which 
the man made upon the woman. This, we think, is 
the way in which all love-stories ought to begin. 
It has the advantage of bringing us so quickly to the 
point. Mr. Pierson is the hero, and Marion Halsted 
the heroine, of the tale. She is a young woman of 
brains and some small means, which are supple- 
mented by the writing of successful novels. He is 
a middle-aged millionaire, who began life in a coal-

pit, but who has used his opportunities for self- . 


improvement so well that he is at least as much 
the equal of Miss Halsted in culture as in intel- 
lectual strength. He puzzles her, rather than 
attracts her, in the first instance, but as she is a 
young lady who despises love, has forsworn matri- 
mony, and delights in analysing the characters of 
her acquaintances, the puzzle-side of Mr. Pierson 
is a stronger charm in her eyes than any personal 
attractions would have been. The story is developed 
slowly, and with a wealth of detail which is, to 
some extent, out of proportion to the theme. Miss 
Halsted’s relations with her two cousins, who play 
respectively the parts of Joseph Surface and his 
brother Charles, do not seem to bear very closely 
upon the story of her kindling love for Mr. Pierson. 
The episode of her midnight driving of a hansom cab 
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through the streets of London, in her character of a 
lady novelist on the search for new impressions is, very 
amusing, but it hardly advances the plot of the story. 
Her love affair with Mr. Pierson is not altogether a 
happy one. She is aware from the first, chiefly 
through the agency of good-natured friends, that 
a vague cloud rests upon the man’s reputation ; but, 
with all her talent for moral analysis, she can dis- 
cover nothing in his bearing or conduct that justifies 
the existence of this cloud, and having satisfied her- 
self that he is wrongfully accused, she bestows her 
whole heart upon him without waiting to learn 
whether he will return the gift. Then the truth is 
revealed to her, and she learns that her lover has 
been the co-respondent in a famous divorce case. 
It is a great shock to her sensibilities, but although 
she does not know that he had been wrongfully 
condemned, she still clings to the man in whose 
strong character she has found the only power that 
can touch her heart. How her love-story ends, the 
reader will discover for himself. The tale is dis- 
tinctly interesting, and is free from commonplace 
and conventionality. Its chief blemish is that wealth 
of detail of which we have already spoken. 

“Tandra” is a sketch, the story of an episode, 
rather than a novel of the ordinary kind. It takes 
up the story of the hero at the moment when he is 
treacherously shot down, and left for dead by the 
comrade whom he had trusted, and it completes 
that story a year or two later, when the villain has 
met with his deserved punishment and the hero 
secures his due reward. But, though the canvas is 
circumscribed, the picture is full of life and vigour. 
We get a vivid glimpse of a small mining town at 
the Antipodes, and of the rough ways of life which 
were common to such places in their early days. 
We get a fair amount of love-making of a 
pleasant kind, and are introduced to several note- 
worthy characters. The writer possesses the art 
of making his story interesting, and, though there 
is nothing great in ‘“ Tandra,” it has the merit of 
being always readable, and of carrying the reader 
swiftly forward from the first page to the last. 

“Out from the Night” is a tale of crime and. 
mystery of a distinctly melodramatic order. Stuart 
Don, a journalist, going home one night to his 
lodgings in Bloomsbury, is startled by a sudden 
shriek coming from a house he is approaching. 
Immediately afterwards, a beautiful girl, rushing 
from the house, falls into his arms. He sees that 
she is dressed as a bride, and that she is very 
lovely ; and then she flees from him, leaving at his 
feet a knife from which the blood is still dripping. 
The young journalist instantly drops the knife 
through the grating of a drain, for he does not care 
to preserve any evidence against the woman of 
whom he has caught a fleeting vision. Then he 
enters the house from which the cry had proceeded, 
and finds that a man in it has been foully murdered. 
The story shows us how the mystery of thecrime was 
at last elucidated, and how vengeance fell upon the 
murderer. The author lacks, however, the art 
which enables a writer to keep the reader in 
suspense. She piles up evidence against an innocent 
person, yet she never deceives the practised novel- 
reader as to the identity of the real criminal. On 
the other hand, she writes with force, and some 
chapters of the story are distinctly pathetic. The 
picture of the woman who is suspected of the crime 
sinking to the very verge of starvation and being 
rescued from death by the man who believes her 
to be guilty is decidedly powerful. Some of the 
subsidiary characters, too, are sketched with vigour, 
but a story which is designed in so sombre a key 
can only be properly told by a hand of more than 
common skill, and it cannot be said that the skill of 
the author of “Out from the Night” is altogether 
equal to the task she has undertaken. Regarded, 
however, as melodrama rather than tragedy, the 
tale is one that can be commended to those who 
seek for an exciting narrative with which to while 
an hour away. 


THE JULY MAGAZINES, 


The English Illustrated Magazine has an interesting 
contribution from Mr. J. M. Bulloch in the “ Story 
of the Volunteers.” Although a Volunteer corps, 
the writer tells us, existed as early as the reign of 
Henry VIII., under the name of the “ Fraternity or 
Guaylde of St. George,” the modern Volunteer move- 
ment must be dated from the year 1779, when 
Ireland was threatened with invasion from France 
and Spain. In 1799 George III. held a review of the 
Volunteers in Hyde Park, and that is the occasion 
which is to be commemorated this month, when the 
Prince of Wales reviews our unpaid citizen soldiers. 
Captain R. G. Burton gives an account of a 
remarkable tiger-hunt. Mr. J. C. Snaith’s serial, 
“Lady Barbarity,” and a complete story by Mr. 
Carlton Dawe must also be mentioned.—To a 
very good number of Cornhill Mr. Bret Harte 
contributes some observation on the rise of the 
short story. That, as some critics have asserted, 
he was the inventor of the American short 
story, Mr. Bret Harte denies. It was a form of 
literature, he reminds us, which was familiar enough 
in America during the early half of the present 
century: Poe, Longfellow and Hawthorne, for in- 
stance, had made use of it. “But it was not the 
American short story of to-day. It was not character- 
istic of American life, American habits, nor American 
thought.” How the American literary imagination 
gradually freed itself from the influence of English 
tradition, and how the short story gained its national 
character, Mr. Bret Harte shows us. The account 
of the circumstances under which “The Luck of 
Roaring Camp” was written is extremely interest- 
ing. Mr. Stephen Gwynn contributes an enter- 
taining article on “The Decay of Sensibility” ; 
Lieut. H. C. B. Hopkinson, of the Seaforth High- 
landers, gives some recollections of the Sudan; and 
from Lady Broome we have a second instalment 
of “ Colonial Memories.” Canon Barnett deals with 
the subject of “The Abodes of the Homeless.” Mr. 
Crockett’s serial is continued, and there are one or 
two short stories. 

In The Pall Mall Magazine Mr. F. C. Burnand’s 
“ Punch Notes” will attract many readers. Mr. 
H. C. Marillier traces the history and development 
of “ Wireless Telegraphy,” and Lord Charles Beres- 
ford writes of the Anglo-American entente. Fiction 
is contributed by Mr. H.G. Wells, Mr. H. B. Marriott- 
Watson, and others; and there are causéries by 
Messrs. W. E. Henley and G. S. Street. The Irish 
Nationalist members appear in Mr. Frederick Hig- 
ginbottom’s ‘Silhouettes in Parliament” this month. 
—An article on Bedford College, by Mrs. Stepney 
Rawson, is one of the most interesting features of 
The Girl’s Realm. Serial stories are by Miss Carey 
and Mrs. L. T. Meade, and there are also contribu- 
tions by Miss Evelyn Everett-Green and Miss Alice 
Corkran. 





THOSE ISLANDS AGAIN.

Ir would be difficult to find a better monograph upon any grou 

of tropical islands than that which Mr. Foreman has produc 

in his re-written work, “The Philippine Islands.” Unfortu- 
nately, it would not be easy to find a more clumsy or a worse- 

rinted volume than that which Mr. Foreman’s publishers have 
inflicted upon the readers of an invaluable work of reference ; the 
book should either have been printed in larger type, with less space 

between lines and words, or else issued in two neat volumes. A 

word of praise must, however, be given to some of the illustrations, 

and to the large and clear map, for which a cover-pocket is 
provided. Mr. Foreman has remarkably good educational and 

“ ox-residential ” qualifications for the office of Authority-in- 

Chief about the Philippines, and he has given us an encyclopedia 

of Philippine history, agriculture, and race questions. The 

history is Seong down to the end of 1898, and in one instance 
to the beginning of February in this year; as the volume was 
in print before the end of April, this fact reflects great credit 
upon the distinguished author, who has not allowed his con- 
nection with the American Peace Commission in Paris to 





diminish the energy with which he has improved his great book. 
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Only those who have lived in tropical lands can fully appreciate 
Mr. Foreman’s matter; when we consider pages 356-8 of his 
book, we are bound to commend them as containing at least one 
valuable fact about cocoanuts which is unknown to many white 
men who have owned cocoanut trees by the dozen. Within the 
last few months two important books have appeared which 
quote Mr. Foreman’s facts or words; indeed, no writer about 
the Philippines can afford to neglect “ The Philippine Islands.” 





THE ENGLISH LAND LAWS. 
Moprrn Lanp Law. By oe Jenks, M.A. Oxford: The Clarendon 
ess. 


Mr. Jenxs believes there is room for another text-book on the 
English land laws. Probably he is right, for though many 
excellent works—as those of Williams and Goodeve—exist, even 
the best are liable to this objection, they were planned under 
one system, and they have been modified to meet radical 
ehanges. A new writer is able to include those changes in his 
original plan, though, indeed, the changes are not so to him ; 
he takes the law as he finds it, and constructs accordingly. 
Now, the subject is in a transition stage; statutes like the 
Land Transfer Act for 1897 are mere milestones on the way. 
Entail, which bulks so large in the popular imagination, has for 
centuries been merely a conveyancer’s trick, Yet even that will 
soon disappear, and real be made as like to personal property as 
the essential difference in its nature permits. But such specula- 
tions are for the legislator, not for the lawyer. Mr. Jenks has 
given us an admirable text-book, in which the various branches 
of his subject are clearly, accurately, and concisely set forth. 
He has rather a weakness for small witticism, as if he aspired 
to imitate the Comie Blackstone. Let him remember that legal 
facetie form the very small beer of humour, not to be tolerated 
even under the plausible pretext of the desperate dryness of the 
subject-matter they are meant to relieve. 





FIRST IMPRESSIONS.* 


EntTuHvustAsM for humanity expresses itself in various ways. 
In the case of Robert Raikes it took the form of practical 
care for neglected children, That is common enough now, so 
common, indeed, that it excites no remark ; but it was otherwise 
in the dall, selfish years which went before the close of the 
eighteenth century. It seems the most natural thing in the 
world now to gather poor children into Sunday schools and to 
enter as far as possible into the round of their joys and sorrows 
in work and play. But when the Gloucester printer began his 
work the Church cared as little as the world for what were 
ealled gutter-children—small outcasts of society, who, through 
no fault of their own, were given the cold shoulder by sleek, 
comfortable people of all classes and creeds. Robert Raikes 
might have pleaded the general neglect and quieted his con- 
science by the example of his betters ; but if he had done so, he 
would have been by this time as completely forgotten as any of 
the self-satisfied ecclesiastics or magistrates who were ready 
enough to tell him not to be righteous overmuch. As it was, 
this worthy citizen of Gloucester felt that there was a discord 
in the music of the cathedral bells so long as any poor child 
within their sound could say, ‘‘ No man careth for my soul.” So 
he arose, and that reproach became impossible. It was in 1780 
that Raikes opened the first Sunday school. People twitted 
him, and woul, even point at him, with scorn, as Bobby. Wild- 
goose as he went through the street with his “ ragged regiment.” 
Long before he died, in 1811, the movement had not merel 

outlived reproach, but had grown quick and powerful in the land, 
and now its uplifting influence is felt throughout the civilised 
world. In June, 1898, the total number of Sunday-school scholars 
in England and Wales alone was little short of seven and a half

millions; and that, after all, represents but a fragment of the 
field. Half the charm of this book consists in the detailed 
account which it gives of Robert Raikes’s personality and the 
opposition which he met with. The late Mr. Josiah Harris 
made a pilgrimage to Gloucester in 1863; and at that. time there 
were old people still living in the city who were able to give 

rsonal reminiscences of the man. One or two of them had 
a actual scholars, and from their lips much that was pic- 
turesque and little known was gathered. Few people are aware 
that Robert Raikes published as far back as 1785 a little book 
entitled “The Sunday Scholar’s Companion ”’—a manual which 
shows how keenly alive this practical reformer was to the need 
of combining secular with spiritual knowledge. 

Badly put together though it is, “The Life and Remains of 
the Rev. i. H. Quick” is a quarry of practical suggestions for 
schoolmasters. Mr. Quick died in 1891, at the age of sixty, 
and during the busiest years of his life he seems to have kept 
a diary, and that spells the charm of this book. He was a 
school-boy at Harrow with Charles Stewart Blayds, the “C. 8. 
Calverley ” of “ Fly-Leaves,” and with the Master of Trinity, 
Dr. H. M. Butler, his intimate friend all his life. After taking 
his degree at Cambridge he was ordained in the autumn of 
1856, and presently took up his life-work, which was education. 
One of his earliest friends was the Rev. Llewelyn Davies, with 
whom he worked for a short time as curate in Whitechapel. 
“T never knew,” says Mr. Davies, “ a man more unworldly, more 
simple, more quietly indifferent to money or praise.” Lancaster 
Grammar School, Guildford, Hurstpierpoint, Cromleigh, Harrow, 
where he was a master for about four years under his old 
friend Dr. Butler, sum up the places in which the work of 
his life was done. He had a great capacity for indignation, so 
much so that the Harrow lads called him “ Old Fireworks,” a 
nickname which pleased him. His anger was always short-lived, 
for he was in truth one of the kindest and most sympathetic of 
men. Perfectly fearless and independent, he was not one of the 
best men in the world to run in harness, though those who knew 
him intimately were his sworn friends. One of his friends said, 
“ He ought to have been called Don Quixote,” whereupon Quick 
retorted, “ Yes, I’ve tilted at windmills in my day, but I think 
I have also pricked one or two windbags.” If space permitted, 
that is an assertion which could easily be proved. “ Painfully 
conscious of his own shortcomings, recording and analysing 
them in the hope that wes | might serve as re tp ori 
future generations of teachers, too clear-sighted to be imposed 
upon by conventionalities, too sanguine of the possible attain- 
ments of training and culture to acquiesce in the traditional 
routine and respectable conservatism of English public schools, 
and too honest and fearless to conceal his discontent, Quick 
was naturally no prophet in his own country, but he has 
won a lasting place among educational reformers, and can 
safely appeal to the verdict of posterity from the half-patron- 
ising, half- contemptuous estimate of practical colleagues 
who regarded him as an amiable but ineffectual dreamer.” 
Though strong, he was always an emotional man, intense in con- 
viction, picturesque of speech, often impulsive, always in earnest. 
He was an enthusiast in everything that related to education, 
but his enthusiasm, though according to knowledge, had a way 
of playing havoc with established ideas. Quick’s name fitted 
him exactly, for he was intensely alive in all worthy directions. 
He used to detest teachers who said “ Boys won't think,” and 
was accustomed to add drily, “ That is true of us all, school- 
masters included.” A delightful book, at least for people who 
are awake to their own limitations in such directions. There is 
a portrait in the volume, some racy anecdotes, and a good deal of 
honest, hard-headed talk on what is commonly called the problem 
of education. 

It seems to us an error of taste, for which little exeuse 
ean be offered beyond the desire to pander to vulgar curiosity, 
for anyone to write just yet a biography of Eugénie, Empress 
of the French during the memorable but short-lived period of 
the Second Empire. Mdlle. Clara Tschudi has already given 
the world her opinions on Marie Antoinette; but that is another 
matter, for it is a far ery now to the days of the Terror. It is 
all very well to assert that “the historian of the future, whose 
clear-sightedness will neither be dazzled by the romantic 
glamour of the Second Empire nor obscured by pity for the 
unhappy widow and mother, will not judge her so leniently as 
the present, but certainly far more justly than her detractors 
did in the palmy days of her power.” It is a pity that the 
“historian of the future” has not been left to form his own 
conclusions at the proper time, though it is only fair to add that 
the view taken in this superfluous book leans, as a rule, to mercy 
rather than to judgment. At the same time, there are passages 
in the book which can scarcely fail to hurt the feelings of an 
illustrious woman, who, apart altogether from her personal qual- 
ities, has many claims on the chivalry of the existing generation. 

Other books of the moment must be lightly dismissed, even 
though some of them have more than passivg claims. The Hon. 


Sir J. Robinson, late Premier of Natal, gives in “ The Colonies 
and the Century” a lucid and an impressive survey of the 
expansion of England beyond the sea, and the growth at 
the ends of the earth not merely of liberty but of loyalty 
to the mother country. 


The book shows that every yea> 
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the solidarity of the empire becomes more absolute and the 
movement towards federation more resistless. “If it be im- 
possible for any member of the British Parliament to rise in his 
place to-day and denounce the colonial empire as a ruinous and 
intolerable drain upon the national purse, it is not less impossible 
for any colonial legislator to taunt the mother country with a 
desire to batten upon the profits or the earnings of colonial tax- 
payers. In this absence of specific or selfish advantage on 
either side, in this even balance of mutual interests and obliga- 
tions, may be found the best and strongest guarantee of enduring 
sway.” Sir J. Robinson, by an appeal to facts, shows that the 
tendency of modern policy, alike at home and abroad, is to 
tighten the cords that bind Great Britain to her scattered 
children, as well as to heighten the sentiment of self-respect in 
the colonies.—‘“‘ Quaker Campaigns in Peace and War” contains 
a vivid account of adventures on errands of mercy, amongst the 
rest to the wounded at the time of the Franco-German War and 
after the Bulgarian atrocities: though this by no means exhausts 
the interest of a narrative which is largely autobiographical.— 
“The Diary of a Condemned Man” is a gruesome, hysterical 
book filled with the luxury of self-pity on the part of a murderer. 
It is published in the interests of the abolition of capital punish- 
ment, but is not likely to advance such a movement.—‘“‘ The 
Legend of St. Mark” is the title which the Rev. John Byles 
gives to a sheaf of Sunday morning talks in church with 
children. They are admirable addresses of their kind: bright, 
suggestive, strong, and therefore likely to prove helpful.—‘ In 
the Hour of Silence” is a book of short religious meditations 
for each day pf the year. The prevailing note is thoroughly 
practical. ‘Ihere is moral vision in the volume, and the kind of 
tenderness which is only born of ripe spiritual conviction. 
Professer Fortier, of the “ Tulane University” of Louisiana, 
reeiving that ‘il n’existe pas en frangais de ‘ Précis de |’ Histoire 
e France,’ écrit pour les éléves de nos colléges americains,” has 
written in French an excellent little history of France, which 
comes down to the election of President Loubet. The volume 
has English notes, and may serve as a dainty little reminder, to 
people on this side of the Atlantic, of the fact that the upper 
classes of the Southern United States still include families 
which are of pure French-American descent.—“ Imperial Rule 
in India” is really “an examination of the principles proper to 
the government of dependencies” in general, as well as a 
warning to English politicians to be patriotic in dealing with 
difficult Indian questions. The book deserves respectful atten- 
tion, for its author is a specialist on the subject of higher 
education in India, and no mean authority upon the sociology of 
our Indian Empire—The Rev. Wray W. M. Hunt was an 
exceptionally fine specimen of the English country parson—a 
rector whom his bereaved parishioners will long remember as 
sympathy and 8 pgs personified in one unselfish man— 
but his collected articles do not strike a critic as more than 
passable. The book is beautifully printed, and will doubtless 
serve its purpose as a memento of one whom the Church of 
England could ill spare: there are few Wray Hunts in an age 
of “machine-made, promotion brand” High Churchmen.— 
Mrs. Crofton’s pretty little book about the growing of roses is 
meant for amateur gardeners, and is both accurate and useful. 
Its staccato (or would-be poetic ?) style is unnecessary, but not 
really irritating.

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he seemed to have attained to Lord Byron’s pinnacle of social 
impartiality, when he bated most people and disliked the rest, 
though always with the well-bred air of a man of the world, who 
was also a literary exquisite of the first water. As for the rest, 
we are glad to find that Mr. Saintsbury, in the course of much 
iluminative, shrewd, disputatious criticism and comment, makes 
it clear that he regards ‘ ‘Essays in Criticism” not merely as 
an epoch-making book, but as the “mannal of a new and often 
independent, but, on the whole, like-minded, critical movement ” 
in the nation. Here is the final verdict, and with it we, at least, 
are not inclined to quarrel. ‘There have certainly been greater 
poets in English : 1 think there have been greater critics. But 
as poet and critic combined no one but Dryden and Coleridge 
can be for a moment placed beside him; the fate of the false 
Florimel must await all others who dare that adventure.” The 
only qualification we would make to such a statement is that, 
whilst it is indisputable that there have been greater poets, it is 
searcely less open to challenge that there have been greater 
crities; but Matthew Arnold, like Goethe, possessed a union of 
gifts which explain his unique position in modern letters as 
well as the secret of his strength. 

The one thousandth anniversary of the death of Alfred the 
Great is swiftly approaching, a circumstance which ‘has led 
to the publication,;at the instance of the international com- 
mittee organised in view of the commemoration, of a volume of 
the king’s life and many-sided services to the nation. The book is 
edited by Mr. Alfred Bowker, a former Mayor of Winchester, 
and amongst the contributors to its pages are Professor Earle, 
Sir Frederick Pollock, Sir Walter Besant, the Bishop of Bristol, 
and Mr. Frederic Harrison. The avowed object is to diffuse as 
widely as possible accurate and explicit knowledge of King 
Alfred’s character and reign, as well as his claim on the homage 
of the English-speaking race for services which were remarkable 
in themselves, and still more remarkable when regarded in the 
light of his times. King Alfred was born at Wantage, in 
Berkshire, in 849, and was the son of Ethelwulf and the 
grandson of Egbert, over-lord of England. It is curious 
to learn that as a child he was twice taken to Rome, 
in days when, of course, that journey was a most for- 
midable undertaking. He became King of Wessex in 
871 at the age of twenty-two, and his reign was splendid in 
its many-sided activities, and in the political foresight and 
enthusiasm for learning which marked it. These pages are 
concerned with the king as ruler, as religious man, as warrior, 
as writer, as geographer, and as patron of the arts. Sir 
Frederick Pollock seeks to remove the old impression that 
law before the Norman Conquest was in England merel 
barbarous; but perhaps the most interesting pages of the book 
are those in which Mr. Frederic Harrison » Fa that the name 
of Alfred the.Great is the only one in the long roll of our 
national worthies which awakens neither bitter nor jealous 
thought, but combines, in fact, the honour of all. “ Alfred 
represents at once the ancient monarchy, the army, the navy, 
the law, the literature, the poetry, the art, the enterprise, the 
industry, the religion of our race. Neither Welshman nor 
Scot nor Irishman ean feel that Alfred’s memory has left the 
trace of a wound for his national pride. No difference of 
Church arises to separate any who would join to do Alfred 
honour. No saint in the calendar was a more loyal and 
cherished member of the ancient faith; and yet no Protestant 
can imagine a purer and more simple follower of the Gospel. 
He was a victorious warrior whose victories have left no curses 
behind them; a king whom no man ever charged with a harsh 
act; a scholar who never became a pedant; a saint who knew 
no superstition; a hero as bold as Launcelot, as spotless as 
Galahad.” Sir Walter Besant gives a luminous sketch of the 
territorial division of England when Alfred the Great came to 
power, and helps us to understand the dramatic conditions under 
which his work was accomplished. 

Whatever may be thought of Mr. Harvey Brown's political 
opinions about the Matabele revolt, the Ror te rising and 
affairs in Rhodesia, it is possible at least to say a good word 
for him as a naturalist an student of native customs. He dis- 
cusses the race problems incidental to a state of transition from 
a state of barbarism to civilisation in South Africa, but we do 
not think any the better of his book because its publishers 
parade a facsimile letter announcing that it is “ capital reading” 
and “a truthful picture of Rhodesia and the late rebellion,” 
from the not entirely impartial pen of Mr. Cecil Rhodes, 

The rapid approach of the holiday season brings the usual 
crop of books for the tourist. One of the best books of the kind 
is “Bradshaw's Dictionary of Bathing Places and Climatic 
Health Resorts "—a work of reference which we have tested for 
ourselves in out-of-the-way corners of Europe and without 
finding it lacking. ‘‘ Where Shall We Go?” is the attractive 
title of Mr. Hope Moncrieff's well-known manual—it has just 
reached its fourteenth edition—of the holiday resorts of Great 
Britain. It is a book which is filled with explicit and practical 
hints about the watering-places and other pleasure resorts of those 
who like to take their pleasures without braving possibly unquiet 
seas. The festive instincts of the man about town are considered 
by Colonel Newnham-Davis in “Dinners and Dining,” an 
e'aborate guide to the hotels and restaurants of the capital.
